For Kings that hauc not 
had in _themſelues any! great courage, haue till honoured 
noble-minded Counſailours, whereas the contrary haue bin 
diſgraced,anddegraded of their honours by. Kings that were 
naturally magnanimous.. For it is thecondition of coward- 
Inhcainandefhnſe Counſailoursencncrps, yelma (asthey 
ſay.) in-body, andſdule ; to- propoſe vato! their Kings baſe 
and vnworthy meancs, forthe remedying of ſomemiſchicſes, 
whereon others follow, that are farre greater. And let 
- them not'perfwade them, that this Age.is barraine of ver- 
tuols diſpoſitions; and Noble mindes, which produceth,as 
well as former times, whatſoeuer 1s neceſſary and needefull 
for them. For, the diuine prudence (to which particularly. 
appertaineth the conſeruation of gr—_ )is neuer drawen

Hee that ſhall haue more, or leſle, of theſe quali- 
ties; which ate for. all in Common, fhall bee themore, or 
leſſe ſufficient: Counſellour, As, for Vice-royes,Gouernours, 
Ambaſſadors and other great Gouernments of the King- 
dome, ſuch-are.to be choſen;, who together with the fore.

caſes and buſineſſes, 'the Praftick. of all affaites, is thereby 
the more; and better apprehended; As your -pradtitio- 
ners in Phyſicke by conferring with: great Phyſttians. He. 
therefore, that ſhall haue both Learning, and Experience, 
fhall amongft all men'be the moſt remarkable. But, 2: 
eft hic; oy laudabimus-eum :* Shew mecthis "Man, and-we 
will commend him.”-For Mans life is ſhort, the Artelong, 
and exp*rience hard'to be atchieued. But to ſummevp 
this diſcourſe, and giue an ende thereunto, I ſay + Thathe: 
that is to bee made a CounſAlour of Warre;{hould there- 
tn have beene exerciſed many yeares. And that he, thatis 
of the Councell of State, ſhould haue a full knowledge of. 
all, and ſhould be very-dextrousin matters: of gouernment, 
both publike, and particular, and well verſt.in_ military 
diſcipline, becauſe hee is ro conſult both of warre,and peace. 
Which becauſe they are things ſo oppoſite, and contrary, 
- a man cannot indge well in the one vnleſſe he knowand 
vnderſtand aright the other. As wee ſhall ſhew heereafter 
when we ſhall morein particular treate ofthis Counſel. 
Other qualities, are competible more in eſpeciall to Tudges 
Fuſtices, -and Prefidents, to whom that particularly apper- 
raineth, which is delinered in that word,Seprentes; That 
they well vnderſtand the facultie of the Lawes, and that 
correſponding with their name, they be 1ur4-pradentes, 
well ſcene in all matters, carrying an euen hand towards

Pea KA 4 reſpeR, neither take a gift. For hs briberie 
and Corruption, is that-duſt, which blindes. the Tudges, 
and that plague, which conſumes a Common-wealth.More- 
ouer, they muſt bee wiſe-men, cleane and ſound ar heart, 
and of much truth. All of themqualities,which all Na- 
tions required in their Miniſters, exprefhng them in their 
Herogliffes. Ofthe Zgyptians Diodorus Siculws reporteth, 
Thar they had their Councelland Audiencein a great Hall, 
where there ſate thirty Counſellors or Iudges. Er in medie 
indicandi Princeps, cuins 4 colls ſuſpenſa veritas penge- 
rety{y oculis eſſet ſub clauſis, librorum numero circumſtante : 
And in the midſt of them fate the Preſident. with his cyes 
ſhur, a number of bookes ſtanding round about. him, and 
Truth hanging about his necke, curiouſly cut ( as liar 
expreſſerh it) in a Peforall Saphire, like vnto that which 
God faſhioned for the adoring: of his Miniſter and Pre- 
ſident- Aaron, wherein were ingrauen theſe words, Hurim, 
& Thummim. Which ſome interprete to be Tudicium, oF 
Veritas : Judgement, and Truth. But S.7ezome, would haue 
it to ſignifie Dod#rinam, e Veritatem, Learning,and Truth. 
For theſe three things, Iudgement, Learning,and Truth,arc 
much about one, and in them confiſteth the whole;perfei- 
on of a Miniſter; - 1» quibus ſit Veritas. For in the breſt 
of a good Tudge, there muſt neither raigne paſſion, nor 
affeRion, but-the pure Truth, which hee cannot poffibly 
avoyd, vnleſſe hee will wrong nature it ſelfe. For our 
ſoule is naturally inclined to Truth. And ir is fo proper 
ro a wiſe and prudent Man, that hee that doth not ay ir, 
vnſaies himſelfe. And certaine it is, that the government 
of a Kingdome, is ſo much the more good or ill, by how 
much the truth therein, hath more, or lefſe place. For if 
buſineſſes be not ſeaſoned therewith, as meates are with ſalt, 
neither the poore ſhall be defended from the oppreffion of 
the rich, nor therich poſleſle their goods inſafery;men and 
womens 
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womens honors ſhall-runne danger, and no one perfon 
can/promiſe to himſelfe ſecuritie.': And: therefore it is ſo 
muchthe more needfull, that a iddge ſhould treate Truth, 
and deſire that all ſhould doe the og nr much the . 
more are they that abhorre it, and feeke to-conceale itzan 
olde diſeaſe, which was almoſt borne' with 'vs into. the 
world. And'if Indges ſhall not fauour Truth,and plainc 
dealings treachery; and Lying will reigne and beare rule. 
Let- Kings take heede how they chooſe merr rhatare feare- 
full and timerous to be their Miniſters, -who out of cowar- 
dize and pulillanimitie, hide the Truth, and dare not bring 
her forth to Light. ' For,as ſhee is the foundarionof Juſtice, 
and- Chriſtian indgement, if a TudgeThall not lone it with 
his heart, tracke the _ of it, and draw itoutof that 
darke dungeon wherein thee lyes, Inſtice will be indanger 
of being cruſlyt, and falſhood' will - preuaile. As in that 
peruerſe Indgement in Chriſtes cauſe, where the Tudge 
was ſo farre from being defirous to know the truth, 'that 
hee did: not know what kinde of thing it was; And 
therefore demanded inthe face of the open Court; Quid 
eft Veritas? What is Truth? To whom, thar diuine wiſe» 
dome made no anſwer, perceiving him to be ſuch a foole, 
as tobeignorant ofthe firſt vndoubred Principle of Tuſtice; 
and ſuffring himſelfe to be carryed away with falſeaccu- 
{ations, and feigned relations, which had no-bulke nor - 
body in them,no ſubſtancein the world, nor any ſhew,faue 
of a poore ſhadow,to be thus mil-led. | 
Librorum numero circumſtante. The Preſident before 
ſpecified, had' a great many of bookes about him;To ſhew 
how much it importeth, that Tudges, and Prefidents bee 
Learned, and well read in the bookes of their faculrie. 
Epiphanizs ſaith 3 Thar hee faw a Statua of Truth, which - 
in it's forehead had two letters, the firſt, and the laſt, ofthe 
Greeke Alpnabet;in it's mouth other two; and other two 
in it's breſt;and fo through all. the parts of it's body to it's 
Very.

very feere. So that this was all cnamelled with-Letters, as 
_ the other was rounded with: bookes. -Thereby, giuing vs - 
to vnderſtand thar that Man, which-is truly-the man he 
-ought to be, andis to aduiſe andgouerne orhers, his head, 


hands, and feete, muſt be ſtucke full of Letters. He muſt 
be learned from the fole' of the foore, to. the Crowne of 
the head, full of Letters hee muſt bee; forin the diſcour- 
ſes of the Vnderſtanding, -in the working* of the-hands, 
and in the moouing of the feete, wee- calily gueſle, 
whether a man be wiſe, or no ; VVhether he hathftudicd, 
or doth ſtudie ; For though a man be neuerſo wiſe, neuer 
fo learned, hee ſtill forgetteth ſomewhat. Sothar, it is not 
enough: for him to haue ſtudyed, but it'is requifit, that he 
- ſtill continue his ſtudy, that hee may repayre with thar 
- which he learneth, the loſſe of that which hee forgetteth. 
As in a naturall body, that, by dayly cating and drinking 
1s reſtored, which is by our naturall heate conſumed. | 

-Et ocults efſet ſubclauſis. His eyes ( whichare the win- 
dowes by which: Paſſion enters vnto theſoule ) were ſhur. 
Becauſe hee ſhould not be led away with the reſpe& to 
thoſe abqut him. For, hee muſt not haue an-eyeand re- 
ſpe& to the Eſtate and condition of perſons, to doe more 
fauour ( when it comes to point of luſtice ) to one, then 
another. And for this reaſon, the fayd ZApgyptians, did 
ordinarily paint Juſtice, without a Head. The Head, is 
the common ſeate of all the Sences ; ſignifying thereby, 
that by no one ſence, a Iudge ſhould open a doore to 
Paſſion, but that he ſhould place them all in heauen with- 
out reſpe& to any thing vpon earth. And this, is not to 
reſpe& perſons, but Tuſtice. 

Platarke in his Moralls, reporteth of the T hebaps, 
That in their Courts of Tuſtice, they had the PiQures 
drawne of certaine reuerend olde men, ſitting in their duc 
order,and in the midſt the Preſident, all of them without 
hands, and their cyes fixed on heauen. To intimate -that

And for the better informing Himſelfe of the truth of theſe 
buſineſſes; hee- made choice of ſome - vertuous, and. intelli- 
gent pcrſons, whom hee ſent ſecretly as Spyes into ſeuc- 
rall-parts' of the 'Kingdome ( which all wiſe, Kings ought 
ro doe) giuing them-good Intertainment for the defraging 
of their charges,' to'the' end; that-they might truly informe 
him of all whatſocuer paſſed, as how his Miniſters beha- 
ucd themſelues in-their gouernment, how in their.

Saying ; That-if they did abuſe them, it. was not-enoughto 
remoue them onely, and/put other in their. places ; bur for 
exarnple.ſake, ſeuerely likewiſe to puniſh them. He gaue all 
his Officers good honeſt maintenance, and ſufficient allow- 
ance, and would by no meanes permit, that any Magiſtra- 
cic, or' publicke Office, ſhould bee bought andlolde,For he, 
that buyes of me (ſayd hee ) mnſt of necefhitie fell to ano- 
ther, for to'quit his Coſt, as alſo to make his beſt profit 
and benefitthereof. Such as theſe, buy cheape in the grofle, 
and ſell deare by retaile. And ſo it is, thatheethat buyes a 
tree for money,can hardly afford the fruite for nothing. 

The Emperour T heodoſius made heereupona Law worthy 
ſo noble a Prince, and deſeruing heere-to bee ſer downe, as 
a Parterne for Kings.

And it is worthy your conſideration, that in thoſe 
words related in Exodus, it is not ſaid, that God went down 

to ſec, and remedy the wrongs which- that Tyrant king 

Pharaoh did vntothe children of 1/7ae/, but that which was 

offred them by his chicfe Miniſters , Propter duritiem eorwm, 

qai preſant. For the hard-heartedneſle, and cruelty of thoſe, 

which were ſet in authoritic oucrthem. As if he ſhould haue 

ſaid, The Afﬀronts and Iniuries done by a Kings principall 

Ofhcers, are not ſo calily remedyed, as thoſe of particular 
men. They requirea powerfull hand, they require Gods | 

preſence, and afliftance, and will crave a Kings eſpeciall 
care, For your Councells cannot doc it, nay are not able 
for to doc it of themſelues alone; be they the greateſt _ mm 
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higheſt-in the Kingdomzbe they neuer ſo zealous of Tuſtice, 
neuer ſuch true louers thereof, and neuer ſo deſirous to doe 
right. And thereaſon therof(in my poere opinion)is, for that 
in regard the burthen of ordinary buſineſſes is ſo great, thar 
only theyre not able toattend the quitting ofthoſe agravzos 
and greivances, with that ſpecdines and efficacie, as were 
needefull, bur rather that they themſelues, without ſo much 
as once dreaming thereof,doe vic to-make them farre grea- 
ter then otherwiſe they would bee, for want of time, and 
ſtrength of body,tocumply with ſo many and ſogreat buſj- 
neſſes. And ir oftentimes ſo commerth to paſſe, that thoſe that 
ſue for reliefe, in ſtead of beingeaſed of their wrongs, recciue 
further wrong,cither becauſe they cannot finde fit place 
and time to be heard, or becauſe beingheard, they.arc ſgone 
forgot, or becauſethey that wrong them, finde meanes to 
couer their faultes. And ifthey cannot couer then, and fo 
ſhould be lyablc vnto punithment, yet they that lent them 
their. band to lift them vp to- the place-whercin they are, 
| willlikewiſe lend them a hand: ro-defend their diſorders, 
| -Andit hathbeene already, and is yerdaily tobe ſcene, thar 
a ludgein Commiſſion, who for his wickedneſſe and euill 
dealing, deſerned exceeding great chaſtiſement; yet, for that 
S hehath his- Patron and Angel of Guard ( for in your grea- 
Z ter Tribunalls, theſe are.neuer wanting) the bulineſfe is 
7 huſht, and the party peccant neuer queſtioned.

therefore my aduiſe vnro Kings is,thar being they ate men,

{ed,to diſ-agrauiate thoſe rhat arc iniuryed, reſpe&ing onely 
wronged right,and oppreſſed Truth. Burbecauſe ſuch as are 
wronged, and finde themſclues agrieued, haue nor that 
eaſie acceſſc-and entrance into Princes Courres, or to their 
perſons,cither in regard of their great and weighty Imploy- 
ments,or ſome other lawfu'l-Impediments, it ſhall much im- 
porte, that in their Courtes, they ſhould haue ſome perſon, 
or perſons, of great zeale and approued vertue and prudence 
to whom thoſe thar arc agriened-{hould have recourſe. For 
many.ſuffer much, thatcannor cometo be admitred'ro rhe 
fight, or ſpeech oftheir King, whereas, if there ſhould be a 
perſon appointedfor to beare their Complaints, they would 
cry out with open mouth for iuſtice, and ſhould be righted 
in their receiued wrongs. And thar perſon, or perſons thus 
deputed by their Maieſties, hauing firſt well weighedand ex- 
amincd the reaſons of their Complaints, ſhould afterwards 
repreſentthe ſame vnto their Kings, and giue them true in- 
formation thereof, ro the end thatithey may forthwith by | 
cxpreſſe Command, put thereunto a ſpeedy and fitting re- Þ 
medie. And this(l aſſure you) would be a great bridle ro 
reftraine the inſufferable inſo!encie, and Auarice of Princes |

walking-along by the Sea-ſide, cauſed many gobbets of 
fleſh, ſome great, and ſomeſmall, mingled oncamongſt an.

Telling 
him, that thereby hee peruerted the mindes of thoſe, thar 
wereto ſerue him, who in ſtead offeruing himwith that loue 
&loyalty which in duty they were bound vnta,they would 
now onely ferue him for their owne particular intereſt,and 
proper commoditie making,by this meanes, affection and 
fidelitic become a kinde of trading, and merchandizing. 
And certainely ſoitis, that when mens mindes make in-« 
tereſt their Aime, and daily to get more and more, they bee 
come ſaleable,and tender their ſeruice to thoſe,that wil giue 
them moſt. And they, which doethus accuſtome themſelues 
to craue and take, the loue of friend{hip and that thanke= 
full acknowledgement,which is due tothe Doner,is turned 
into intereſſed Loue ; whichiscalled by the name of Con- 
cupiſence, Andare ( as the Comicke Poet faith ) like vnto 
thoſe lewd huſwifes which, 4m0re carext, munus amantis 
amant; Loue not ſo much tht man, as his money, nor his 
perſon, as his purſe. You ſhall feldoine ſee a man, that is (as 
they ſay) a Pediguenno, a crauing Companion, one that is 
ſtill begging one thing or other, thathath not ſome touch of 
|| Concrouſneſſe,and ſome tin&uremore orleſſe of vnthankes» 
| fullneſſe. For, in regard that theſe men louethemſclues, _ 
their 
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left for others,and ifany doeremaine, they conferre it on a 


third perſon;through whoſe hands,thar which they pretend 


Luke 87.17, 


is to paſſe. And the King, andPrince, to whom' all is due, 
reſt depriued oftwo things, that 'are the moſt ſubſtanriall 
and of moſt importance forthe conſcruation, perpetuation, 
and augmentation of his Kingdome,which arc their ſubicQs 
Louc,and Thankes. For the trueſt kinde of Raigning and 
the likeſtto Gods kingdome,is to gaine the heartes of their 
{ubie&s,and to make thernſelues (as much as in them lyes ) 
Lordes and Maſters of their good Wills, And it is our 
dayly experience, to ſce perſons that hauc beenc highly and 
richly gratified, and extraordinariiy well rewarded, to hauc 
proud very vnthankfull. For, this fault great benefits haue 
with them, and ſuch as arediſ-equall ro the deſerts of thoſ: 
perſons that receiue them, that rhey arc not thankfully 
accepted of; And thoſe that are bencfitted, to the end 
chat they may not bewray this their imperfeRion ( being 
ſuch, as itis no leſfe, then ſo great a finne, as ingratitude) 
they ſoone learne to forget them , but thoſe that are confer 
red on others, neuer flip out of their remembrance. In; 
word,ofall that that is begg'd, and of all them thar begg 

few there arc, that forbearc to goe this way. In confirm; 

tion whereof, we may alleadge heere that queſtion, whic! 

Chriſt made to.one of thoſe ten Leapers which hee healed 


their owne intereſt ſo well, they haue not one drop of loue | 
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ſhewing himſelfenor halfe well p'eaſed with the reſt of hi: 1 


fellowes. Nonne decem wnndati ſunt, Et nouem vbi fun! 
Now eft inuentzs , qui rediret && dares gloriam Deonij 
bic eAlienigena: Arethere not ten cleanſed ? But where ar 
the nine ? There is none fouRd, that returned to give Cod 
prayie, fave this ſtranger. In Kings Pallaces, your ſtrangers 
and thoſe that are newly come to Court, are your onelj 


thankfull men , For thoſe, that are well acquainted with 

the Court, familiarly attend the perſon of the King,and art © 

ſil] aſiſtent vnto him vpon all occaſion, ncuer —— | 
encF 
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che fauours that are done them, bee they neyer fo great: 
They are ane. Vorgeihua bur are never ſatisfied; they 
| ſwallow downe wile riucrs, and wonder nor at it; they 
thinke all 19rda» is too little for them,and that they ſhall no 
ſoner open their mouth ; bur they muſtpreſently ſup ic vp. 
Andthe reaſon hereof, is ; becauſe they verily perſwade 
themſelucs, that al! whatſocuer you giue them, (be itneucr 
ſo much ) isdue vntochem for their ſeruices, and their day- - 
ly Affiſtencics. I thereforeſay, (and therein ſay but the 
truch,) That one of the greateſt happineſles, that can befall 
Kings,is ; to be ſerued by noble perſons, and men of honour 
| gente granada ( as the Spaniards tearme them) iolly,ſtrong, 
luſty people, proper, comely men, and perſons of beſt and 
moſt account both for riches and honour. Burthis is the miC 
cheife of it, thatthis golde, which ſhould make ſuch a glori- 
ous ſhew in Court,and ſhine beth in honour and goodneſle, 
is canckred and ruſted by Auarice and Ambition, which 
eates intoall mens mindes, and wholly poſſeſſeth them. So 
that from the higheſt to the loweſt, they arc all well readin 
the Schoole of Conctouſneſſe, Diſlimulation,and deceit, And 
your Pricſts, and thoſe that weare Miters on their heads,are 
not in this kinde the meaneſt Schollers amongſt them. All 
complaine, they are not rewarded, that they haue nothing 
given them,& ifthey haue any thing giuen them they thinke 
Itisall too litie. And betwixt this their complayning,& their 
thankefullacceprance, there is ſet vp ſuch a ſtrong parrition, 
| char it neither ſuffercth them to acknowledgea benefit, nor 
© £0 intertaine it with that thankfullneſſeas they ought. All 
| now a dayes attend their own intereſt, and not their kings 
© ſeruice ; Who may ſay thatof them, which God ſpake by 
Malachie ; Who isthere cuen among you, that would ſhut Mtach. 1.12. 
the doores of my houſe, or kindle but a coale on mine 
( 


Altarin vaine ? Not one, I aſſure you, but will be well 
| payd for his paines. There is not that Sexton, that Cloy- 
| ſter Clexnſer,nor ſcullion ofthe Kitchen,but will haue good 
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| (faith Sereca)ot ſeruants and Attendants, ſecke not ſo much 
after a Maſter,as Money, friend,as a fortune. Miſerable is the 


wages,S others gudes de coſta ,or by- helps: This great traine 


conditicn of kings, whom none lone for themſelues but for 
their ownecnds, and thegood they expe from them ; f 
that thistheir private intereſt fayling them,their ſeruices faile 
with it, & likewiſe failerh(ſoſays S. 1{dore)that lone & Loy- 
alry which is due vnto them, Nov ſunt fideles,ques munu: ne 
gratia copulat, nam cito deſernnt niſi ſemper accipiant;Thol 
whom Lucre, not Loue !linketh, cannot bee faithfull.For 
vnleſſe they be ſtill on the taking hand, they vaniſh,and are 
quickly gone: Yet is it not my intent and purpoſe jn that 
which I haue ſayd, to condemne thoſe who demannd their 
pay and fatisfation for their ſeruices, to relicue their nc- 
ceſſities. For therein they doe but vie that lawfull courſe 
which is appointcd for them by way of petition. Howbeit, 

Ariſtotle, Plato, and other Philoſophers, would haue ſub. 
ie&s to be ſolicitous not in ſucing, but in ſeruing. And I far. 
ther affirme,that Princes are totake it to their charge, to con. 
tent thoſe that have done them good ſervice it being the 
principall O fice of diſtributive Tuftice, carefully & vigilant 
ly to diſtribute riches and honours, to thoſe rhat hane de 
ſerued them. And this vndoubtedly,is one of the moſt ci 

feRuall meanes for the good gouernment of a Common: 

wealth ; For, as thoſe three divine vertues, Faith, Hopr, 

and Love, ace increaſed and augmented by praying vnto 

God; fo on the contraric,are they leſined and diminiſhed 

by ſucing vnto Men.For when ſubicAsſerue,and not ſucing 

obtaine that which they deferue, humane Faith, Hope, 

and Love, is augmentedin them; becauſethereby, they arc 

taughttorely on the vertue and wiſedome of their Sou: 

raigne, who applyes himſelfe to euery mans meritts, and 

the iuſtnefle and vprightneſſe of his cauſe; For which cauſe hi 

they will loue him much,but much more, when hegiues þ 

without being importuned with petitions. And it ſee- 

mecth vnto them that hee giucs not more willingly, = 
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luſtice,and nor.co the umportunare Petitians of Pretenders. 
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And therefore Kingsare not to conteiit themſelues ohely 
with paying that which they owe, andeo doc wercedes and 
fauours'to them that ſcrue = 3 but thattheſe ſhould like- 
wiſe gacaccompanied with Loue and Good Will;for with 
remuneration are the! ſeruices requited ; and with Louc,arc 
they obliged-ro'doe them Qill-more and berter ſeruice:: In 
that Caſe, which the Scriptare-recaunteth of King U1/u- 
er«s,who,one night being notablecoſlecp'and takehis reſt, 
commanded Lights to be brought in, 'and ſome that Tere 
+bout him, to:take that booke; and read yntohim; wherein 
were written thenotable things tharpaſt in hisraigne,and 
amongſt rhercſt, there was'mention made of a great peece 
of ſeruice, which Mardecheedid himy frecing him from that 
death, which two of his Eunuches had 'plotted againſt him, 
by diſcouering this their treaſon, demanded of thoſe there 
prefent; -W har honour and: dignitic hath beene- ginen'to 
Mordochee for this his fidelitie towards me, and the good 
ſeruice he hath done mee ?:: And the Kings ſeruants that 
miniſtred vnto him, ſayd ; There is nothing done forhim. 
Whereupon, he preſently beſtowed vpon him ſuch great ho- 
nors and dignities, that vnleſſe he ſhould haue giuen him his! 
tingdome, he could not well haue giuen him more. Thus: 
was this good ſeruant rewarded, honoured, and graced by 
his Lord and Maſter,who without being importuned,gra- 
tiouſly called his good ſeruicesto remembrance,and honou» 
ted him aboueall the Princes of bis 'Kingdome.  5And'[: 
could wiſh,that all thatare rewarded by their Kings,- might 
receiue their recompence vpon thelike good tearmes of Rea- 
on,and Iuſtice. But now a dayes, pooreand ſlender ſeruices 
(the more isthe pirie)) finde copious, andplentifull rewards; 
and thoſe { ordinarily ) accompanied with ingratitnde; A 
thing, which Nature it ſelfe abhorreth ;' And which - tyes

beſt furtherance; Andrthis it is : That when any of theſc 
pretenders is priuie to bimſelfe, that hee hath not the like 
pu of Learning and Vertue and other abilities,as others 


aue, to mount at the firſt flight ro thoſe high placcs, 
whereunto their ambition aſpireth, they ſeeke to enter into 
the baſcſt and -meaneſt Offices, and that by baſe and vile 
meanes, cither by buying them with their money,as good 
cheape as they can; and when their purſe cannot ſtretch 
ſo farre, worke themſelues in by the Codpiſſe, by match- 
ing with this or that other Courticrs Kinſewoman, and 


' other the like humane reſpe&s, making theſe the ſtepps for 


cheir preferrment. God deliver all good Kings from. ſuch 
kinde of Prouifionsz eſpecially if they be preferred by them 
to places of Audience, andof Tuſtice; for therein ſhall they 
ſinne grieuouſly, becauſe they put men into them,rthat arc 
ignorant, and neceffitated, who, for to relieue their wants, 
and to maintaine their Vanities, they, and their wiues take 
bribes, and ſer Tuſtice out ro ſale.

encry one did labour by his noble Afions ro -deſerue'that 
Dignitie,as alſothat all the peoplemight thinke him worthy 
thereof. ' Afterwards, this proved to be a very pernicious 

Law; for, not thofe, who by their vertucs, and heroical 
As, did deſerue this Honour, but thoſe, that were the 
moſt powerfull did ſue for it, whileft others, for feare of 
theſe, durſt not ſhew themſclues in the bufines, and ſo were 
vtterly excluded from thoſe honourable Offices.

prudence,to diſlemble ypon ſome occafions,be'they neuer ſo 
great, and cobe cloſe and ſecret in their intentions, till they 
ſee a fit timeto inflit puniſhment, and when it may be done 
with leaſt noyſe. Forſome men ſometimes, ſeeking to ſup- 
preſſe the fire, by turningand ſtirring the ſticks, inflame it 
the more,  Andifatany time vpon vrgent occaſions,and vp- 
on the odiouſneſſe and fouleneſle of this or that other fac, 
(xeaſon and iuſtice ſo requiring it ) they ſhall be forced to 
vſe ſeucre puniſhment, let ir be mingled with moderation 
and mildeneſſe, that all men may vnderſtand, that it doth

hee ſhould hauca true and faithfull paire of balance in his 
hands, and in either (caleto pur rigor, and cquitie, that hee 
may know how to correct the one by the other. The Kings 
of Portngall,(eſpecially Doz Inan the third ) did vie to iudge 
Capitall crimes, accompanied with his Councell,and were 
alway.accounted fathers.of the people, becauſe withthem, 
Luſtice, and Mercie, walked hand in hand , ſhewing them. 
ſelues iuſt in puniſhing the fault, and mercifull in mitiga- 
ting the punichmene. By which meanes, they were of all, 
both feared and beloued. And let not Kings perſwade 
themſelues, that this doth leſſea cheir avthoritie, and 
rake of from their greatneſſe , but gives an addition ; 
and the oftner they fit in iudgement, they ſhall doe God 
the more ſcruice, and the Kingdome more good : And 

in conſcience, the ſureft and ſafeſt courſe, for that recipro- 
call obligation, which is between the King and his ſublets.

Who did cuer <quall King Slomor, in 
wiſcdome, greatneſle, and Maieſtic? yet did hee hold it no 
diſgrace vnto him, to humble himſelfe to heare ſuitors, 
iudge their cauſes and ro doe them Juſtice. The Kings of 
the Hebrew people, were called Iudges, becauſe rhey did 
glorie in nothing ſo much, as to heare,and iudge the people. 
Andin all Nations, this hath alwayes beene the principal 
Office appertaining vnto Kings. And the Holy Ghoſt faith, 
That the King,that faithfully iudgeth the poore, his throne 
ſhall be cſtabliſhed for cuer.

$4 ſuis populis ita imperet, vt parentes filgs; If he fo rule ouer 
his people, as a father doth ouer his children. The King 
that loueth his ſubie&s, and is againe beloned by them, 
neede'no guarde, they are his guard. For Loue, where it 


is true and faithfull, plaineſheth the knottieſt pecce' of 


timber, ſmootheth the rougheſt and moſt vahewen dif- 
poſition, and makes all faire, ſafe, and peaccable. _It.is a 
moſt ſtrong wall, and more durable, yeathen Kings them- 
ſelues. With this, no d:fhculty can offer it ſelfe vnto them, 
which they may not ouercome;nodanger, whoſe, impetu- 
ouſneſle they may not oppoſe; no command, which 
they will not obay. For 3s Kings delire no more of 
their ſubic&s, but be wel ſcrued by them ; ;ſo. ſubics, 
pretend nothing from their Kings, but to be beloued by 
them. And indeede, the one dependeth on the other. For, 
if a King lone not his ſubieRs, he ſhall neicher be well ſerucd, 
beloued, nor obayed by them, And as little, if heloue him- 

ſelfe too much. For the more care hetakes of himſclfe and at- 
tends his owne particular,ſo much the more his ſubicRs 

loue departs from him. For the harmonic ofa Common. 

wealth confiſteth, in that. all ſhould live by the Kings fa- 

our, and they byrtheir ſubic&sloue. For they ought to 

be vigilant in all that belongs to their ſcruice: and Kings 

moſt watchfull inthat,which concernes their generall good: 

So that none is to haue leſſe part in the King,then the King 

himſelfe. And becauſe it is impoſſible to content all, by 

-reaſon not onely of their different, bur contrary natures, it 
is neceſſary at leaſt to content the moſt.

Andiif.naty ſeethe, pflencewhichisraken = 
atiit, when. men are taxed; with this ulite, who are fati(- 
fied with no lefle, then with takingawaythat mans life,that 
gocs about to take away another mais faith and credit, by 
rclling him, hee lyes. Andit-is a thingmuch to be laughed 
at, ( or to ſay better mych!to be lamented ro ſeerhe igreac 
folly and ra{lyprocceding 'which paſſethin' this 'kinde;and 
concerning this matter for they acknowledging in-theſe 
their Lawes, and Duels, what a-great obligation they 


' haue to maintaine. this their faith, reputation, and credit; 


by, alwayes ſaying, and treating truth, vpon the:very-leaft | 
aſpcrſion, ſhadowe, or note of falſhood, they: riſent-it'ſo 
much, thar they fticke not ta. fall into a worſe fſinne 
ſuch as isa very Lycitſclfe, a loude lye, by lying ſoeaſfily, 
and ordinarily, as ſome doe. I aske the queſtion;\which is 
worſe, to bee lame, or crooked, or to fay ſuch-a'one- is ſo, 
when as there is no ſuch thing 2 Certainly, it is much worſe 
to be ſo, then to beſayd, to be ſo. And to. him, that is not 
ſo, methinkes he ſhould make bur little reckoning of what 
they fay in that kinde; and ſhould rather indeauour to 
flye from any defaultin himſelfe, then from the bare opi- 
nion and {ſhadowe thereof. Now a lye; being a greater-1ll, 
and a farre fouler default then all theſe, men fall fo cafily 
thereinto, and make (o little ſcruple of Lying, and more 
Lying, vying Lye. vpon lye ; yea cucnthofe; that will lay 
downe their life, rather then indure that men ſhould tell 
them they Lye, though themſclues know they lye, and

to Corinth, but couldnot beas good as his wotd; for thoſe 
lawfull impediments, which hindred this his intended Tour- 
ney, Whence, it followethz That'things continuing in 
the ſame Eſtate, a mai 'may not, forthe conueniences of his 
priuateprofir, beiwanting tohis promiſe: And ro maintaine 
the contrarie, is to lay trapps againſt the truth of faith,and 
ro arme policic againſt the religion of an oath. In a. word, 
all doc reſolue, that all promiſesare to be 'kepr, and that no 
deccite 'of fohleoaogange to be tolerated. Andthe 
reaſon, whereupontheyground it, is common ; for that /- 
delites eft fundamentam Inſtitie,Faichfullneſſe is the founda- 
tion of Tuſtice,andall ContraRation ; And that this being 
taken away, all commerce amongſt men, muſt expire with it, 
without the which the world cannot be' conſerued. For 
they, not reſting aſſured, that that which is promiſed, ſhall 
be performed, they will not truſt one another. ce arcy 
T ullius, ſayth very well, that this humane faith is ſo necel 
ſary amongſt men, that, enen Thicues and Pyratcs coul 
not liue, if rhey: werenor'true amongſt themſelues,and kept 
thcir word one with another. And though all, cuen the me 
neſt, ought to keepe their word, yet much more carefully 
ought Kings, and Princes; for there is nothing-more vn- 
worthy them, then to faylc in their faith, and word, which 
aboue all carthlyrhings they ought to keepe, and cumply 
with all, becauſe they arc as Gods vpon earth,and the Head 
ofthcir people. Vhercfore, their ſingle word ought to be as 
an Oracle, and to be more firme, ſurc, and of greater credit, 
then any bondor obligation whatſocuer thar is ſealed and 
ſigned with an oath. Let the. Politicians ſay what they 
pleaſe, and that it is good and ſound aduiſe, that a Prince,

feare. And men doe morecaſily imitate thoſe better thing; 
which they ſeeaRually pur inexecution, then depart from 
thoſe worſer things, which they cither heare- or know to be 
prohibited. And when they (hall ſee that their ſuperiours, 
and thoſe thar arc in place and authoritie , command on: 
thing and doe another, they ncither dread their threatningy, 
nor obey their .commandements. For perceiuing that they 
doe but imitate their ations, they perſwade themſclues tha 
nonecan, without bluſhing, puniſh the ſame finne in them, 
Saluſt did aduiſe Ceſar in the entrance to his Empire, that 
if he would order his commonwealth aright, he ſhould firſt 
of all begin wjth reformation in himſelfe , and his, (as Pliny 
ſaith) Yits Principu cenſura eſt, eaque perpetua ; ad banc di- 
rigimur, ad hanc conuertimar. The lite of a Prince is a per- 
petuall cenſure ; and according thereuntodoe we guide and 


. gouerne our ſclues. And ler it not ſeeme vnto any, that this 


remedie of the imitatiqn of Kings is ſlow, and long, and will 
aske a great-deale of time; for where there is mer together, 
as it were in it's center, whatſoeuer may corrupt and hurt 
that, which is capable of being corrupted, when as neither 
Kings nor their Lawes arc able eo hinder it, in vaine is it 

indeucured, 
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few yeares; which hath layen ficke 'ſomany.:- Bur ill ſuch 
time, as men grow-vp like new'plants, and haneaccuft 
themſcluesto vertue, to theend; thatthronghthe ecnc c 
. of their yourh-they may not grow awry; Being'thercinlike- 
wiſe holpen, by the example of their betters; forchereis nor . 
any Artifice, ſo powerfull andeffeuall, as that of imitation, 
which I'now ſpcake of; for itbeing a cure ſo conformable - 
'vnto nature, it will worke by degrees z whereof we ſhall not 
know the benefit, till we hae cnioyed it. ' * ah | 
'And becauſe there are both diſeaſed perſons, and diſcaſes ct17/of hom, 
(as Saint &5r75y/9/tome hath obſerued) which are neither re- '9: Ge 
medied by ſweet potions, nor purged away by bitter pills; 
A maine rcaſor whereof is, becauſe they themſclues arc nor 
willing to be cured, nor will admit of the example of Kings, 
rior the feare of their Lawes : it is fit this other remedic 
#ſhould be vſcd, of puniſhment and chaſtiſemenr, without dif 
ſimulation. For many timesthe motiueof finning is the faci-

And for this cauſe (andnor in-vaine)according toZ/4to,and* 
others, were Lawes inſtituted, and regall power,the ſtroke of 
he ſword, the-diſcipline of the Clergic, and the-common 
hangmans whip,all of them as neceſſary for mans life, asthoſe 
4.Elements, by which weliue & breathe. Ler Kings take this 
from me,and beleeue it, That that commonwealth is in great 
danger, where the Kings reputation goes decaying zand the 
(force of Tuſtice looſeth ir's ſtrength. For thereby vices af- 
[{nne licence ynto themſeloes zand their owners perſevere,

impertinent ; rigourwith gentleneſle, and iuſtice with m« 
cic, will doc well : which if they. go not hand in hand, a 
kiſſe each other, they are bothy but the occaſion of great 
corruption. For it is. an. erronious diſcoutſe in thoſe thi 


thinke, that publike conſernation conſiftcth in the executin}f 


of cruell chaſtiſements, and ſharpe 2nd rigorous ſentence, 
bee they of death or otherwiſez For theſe doe rather diſpes 
ple, and deſolate, then corre& and amend a kingdome, And 
as itis a {igne of bad Phyſitians, or-ofa corrupt and infdi 
ous aire, to ſec many fall ſicke,and dye ; ſo likewiſe is it df 
_ careleſſe Miniſters, and ill prenention, and of a contagious 
corruption of vices, and cuill manners, when there are mar) 

criminall iudgements, many puniſhments, and cruel chv 

ſtiſements. And who is he that knowes'the principal! cauſe 

_thereof?. it may bee this, or it may beethat, or all togethe, 
-howſoeuer.I am ſure it is all ill; And in a word, ſo great,0 
yniverſall, and ſo pernicious an ill, that iff Chriſtian King 

carry not avery watchfull eye ouer their Subiects mannes, 
| in 
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them to flic our, they ſhall not,” when they 


| trading in Merchandiſe, andin the Courts of Kings, where 
there is ſuch aconeonrſe of diverſe and ſundrignations, there 
being not any one of rhem which hath not it's:proper and 
peculiar vertues, as alſo it's proper and peculiar vices. Their 
vertues men hardly take hold on; but their vices,thole cleaue 
eaſily vnto them of themſelues: and by this. their Commerce 
and Trading , remaine; engrayen intheir hearts.. And whar 
was before butan inclination, being now: become a cuſtome;, 
 viceengendreth vicez and one appetite maketh way for ano- 
ther. Zycurgws faith, That ie giore -importeth a State to ſee 
that it's Cities bee not infetted with the ill cuſtomes and 
manners of Strangers,thento preſerue them from the plague, 
the peſtilence,or other the like contagious diſfcaſes. For thele, 
Time afſwageth and canſumeth; but thoſe,are with time in- 
| creaſed and augmented, Three Embaſſadours of the Cretans, 
cach.of them being of a different Se; made their ioynt eo- 
trance into Rome. The Senate gaue them audience. And 
Cato being there, whom (for his great authoritie) they did 
much reuerence, and was indeed as an Oracleamongſ them, 
gaue his.vete, and opinion, that hee would haue them dif- 
patcht thence with all poſhble ſpeed, before the corruption 
of their manners ſhould corrupe:the Romane -Common- 
wealth. :.-.

And this wasthe care of the Ancients of thoſe 
times, who would never giue conſent and allowance, that 
there ſhould bee any thing intertained orrceciued into their 
commonwealths, whereby mens mindes might grow cold, 
or be withdrawne in any one point or tittle from the worſhip 
and adoration of ticir Gods. And very fit for theſe time 
werethat Law ofthePerfians, which did puniſh him with 
death, that ſhould bringin any new vic, or ſtrange cuſtome, 
And the Cretans, didin their ordinaric Leranies defire, that 
no new cuſtome might cntet into their city, which is as a con. 
ragious dilcaſc, and cleaueth as cloſe as the plague or peti- 
lence. Nor did the Lawes of Egypt permit any new tune in 
their Mulicke, or any new kinde of ſong, vnlefle they were 
firſt examined by thoſe that were'in place of goucrnment. 
For (as Plate affirmeth) a Commonwealth, as well as Mu- 
ſicke, admitteth changes ; And that for the auoiding of this 
miſchicfe, it ovght notto be permitted, that there ſhould be 
introduced any new kinde of tunes), or: Muficke, together 
wherewith mens mindes receiue ſome change and alteration. 
Ariſtotle did aJuiſe thoſe that wou'd bee vertuous, that 
they ſhould not vſe Muficke, nor muſicall inſtruments, toin- 
cite them to be vicious. For Muſicke being a diuine gift, and 
very powerfull to moue the hearts of men, and to perſwade 
the thing that is ſung, if they accuſtome themlelues to play

kingdome ; and gaueeſpeciall oxder, thatthey ſhonld chooſe 
and cullont thoſe thar had the beſt and ableſt parts', both of 
natureand acquilition;thoſethat wereof the beſt diſpolition, 
the moſt learned, and beſt taught, to the end: that being ac-

mination ought Kings to make of thoſe qualities , ſpecified 
by vs, touching both Pretenders and Fauourites. 

The third thing which I recommend to your conſidera- 
tion; and-which' ceacheth Kings, is; the great caution ; 
and warineſſe which they are to vſe, in not being too facile, 
in granting all that their Fauourites ſhall require of them. 
Which is to bee gathered out of the laſt words of this his 
anſwer : Non eft-meam dare vobis : It is not mine to giue. 
Which, to my ſeeming , ſoundeth thus, It will not ſtand 
with my truth and juſtice, to giue for kindreds-ſake, or other 
humane reſpe&s, that which my cternall Father hath pre- 
pared for thoſe which deſerue beſt. Kings ought to bee very 
circumſpe& in promiſing, and norouer caſic in granting; for, 
if he ſhall be facile in granting what others ſhall deſire , hee 
may hanecauſeto repent himſelfe; and ifhe promiſeth, hee 
looſeth his liberty; A great gentleman of qualitic , whom 
King Philip the ſecond much fanourcd for his worthy parts, 
— ilities, talking one day with him, and walking a 
good while with his Maieſtic, after that hee had diſcourſed 
with him of diners things, to the Kings ſo great good con- 
tent and liking, that hee thoughe with himſelfe , that there 
was now afaire occaſion offered vnto him, to propound vn- 
to him (as he did) a buſineſſe of his owne. He told a friend of 
his, anon after that hee carne from him, that in- that very in- 
ſtant he propoſed it, he caſt ſuch a ftrange and auſtere looke 
towards him, as if hee had neuer ſecne him before. Which 

' was 
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was no wantofalſe@tion in the King, 
had had many ſufficient teſtimonies thereof 
10n Tn 


was fitting for ſo wiſe and prudent a King eo. h: 
Rion, leſt ghis his afteAion mighe mini | 
vnto him tocall his diſcretion in queen ung, or not 
ranting that which cither is nor, or arlcaſt ſhall ſceme vnto 
im, not to be conuenient for him. For Kings muſt haue re- 
courſe to theſe two things; To haue a goodand ſafe conſi- 
ence with God, and intire auchoritic,and good opinion with 
men.'For with none doth that holy and prudent counlell of 


Saint Pal ſuiremore properly, then with them, Prowidemas x;Cor.s.u1; 


bona, non ſolum coram Deo, ſed etiam coram hominibus : Pro= 
niding for honeſt things, not onely in the ſight ofthe Lord, 
bur in the fight of men. Vhich cannot be, when as Fauou- 
rites either docall what they liſt of themſelues., or get their 
Kings to doc it for them. .When the Senfitiue appetite ef- 
fe&eth wharſocuer it affeReth, the vnderſtanding (which is 
the ſoules king) remaines oppreſſed and dilgraced, and with 
that foule note, which the kingly Prophet Dasid gines it;

| mentis inſipientibus os fimilss factweeft ils: Man being in 
# honourhath no vnderſtanding, he is like the beaſts that pe- 
| riſb. And therefore: when Kings our of their particulit*affe. 


&ion, or for the auoiding of trouble, and the fuller inioying- 


of their caſe and pleaſure, {hall giue abſolute power to their 
Fauourites to doe and vndoe, as they plcaſe, preſently one 
blot orother (which they will hardly cuer get out) will bee 
laid vpen theirroyall perſons. Nor need wee here torelate 
the hurt which comes thereby , and the occaſion which it 
gives vnto the Subicas, neither to-thinke nor ſpeake of their 
Princes with. that reſpc& which is fitting ; eſpecially when 
the Fauourites are none of. thoſe which Pape to beare- the 


weight and burthen of buſineſſes, but ſhake them off from 

their owne ſhoulders, and lay. them vpon other that are fitted 

totheir hand, and of whom they reſt well aſſured, that they

t that which Kings and Commonwealths need: but 
zorceth, that chicir Fauourites ſhould bee of that 
godd ahi quicke'difpatchin buſineſſes, thar all the peoplc 
might lone them for it; for from the contrary great inconuc- 
nicnces are woht to ariſe, Vhen the Shecherneres were ſo vn- 

- mannerly and'vnciuill in their language againſt their King 
Abiniilech, amongſt other things which they vttered and al-

ſerue him? &c. They tooke it very il, that the King ſhould 


neſſe, that he ſhouldbe made Prince, as it were, ouer all the 
people of Heworand 8ichem: And howbeit the naturall ob- 
ligation, which Subie&s oweto their Kings, is ſo great, tha 
they are bound to obey them in all that which is not againſt 
God; And that it is a token of great noblenes,to ſuffer with a 


which they lay'vpon them; yer notwithſtanding they haue 
- noſuch obligation to their Favorites. For they may, for their 
pleaſure, ortheir profit, ſubſtitute other their Fanourites,and 
oblige the people, that they either negociate with , or buy 
out their negociarion of them. The Hiſtory of King Dos 
Tuan the ſecond of Gaſtile;dothaffoerd ſufficient examples of 
the great perſecutions that followed, by letting that his Fa- 
uourite haue ſo great a hand in buſineſſes. For the people 
_ their King ſo led by the noſe, as it were, and to yecld 
to all that he would hane him doe, were verily perſwaded 
thathe was bewitch'ty for he had ſuch power over the will & 
vnderſtanding of the King, that he neither vnderſtood what 
he gaue, nor knew not how, or at caſt had not the ” to 
cnie 


ledgedigainſt him, they ſaid this inſcorne of him ;\Nwnquid 


raiſe his ſeruant Zabslto that heighth of honour and great- 


good courage, whatſocuer burthens, be they neucr fo heauy, - 
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deny him anything, that hee was; willing cither to aske, or 
ke; ; whilſt like the vathankfull yuic, he went ſucking away 
all the iuyce and ſappe of the tree; all thatgood Kings wealth 
- and ſubſtance, his being, his authoritic, and little lefle then 
his kingdome. Andloſt by this meanes ſo much of his au- 
thoritie, that ſome ofthe Grendes of the kingdome, and the 
Infames, his brethren, and the Kings of Aragon, and Na- 
uarre, betooke them to:their Armes, and made warre againſt 
him ; he ſeeing himſelfe 'vpon-ſome occaſions diſobeyed/by 
his ſonne and Prince, and forſaken of his wife and Queene. 
Whereupon grew many ciuill broyles, and all vnder thetitle 
and pretext of recouering their libertie, and of pulling their 
neckes from vnder-the yoke of that flancry and fubieation 


| wherein: they: were, rendering that reaſon in their! excuſe, 


which all the whole kingdomecould bur take notice of, Thar 
all buſineſſes paſt through his Fauourites hands, and thatthe 
King did notnegociate in hisowne perſon. The proſecution 
whereof I remit to thoſe Hiſtories that make mention there» 


of. And it.cannot bee denyed, that this Fauourite notwith. 


ſtanding had miany good things: in hirh,, that; might: 

well JcCruchib Kings lone = he had ſerued rn cd 
in greatand vrgent occafions, and had put his perſon and 
life in perill for hisfake. But as his priuacic and fauour went 
| increaſing, ſo with it increaſed his ambition and couectouſ- 
| nefle, and that in that high degree, that he grew batefull to 
| the whole kingdome ; and inthe end:no lefle odious to-the 
| King himſelfe : who comming at length vnto himſelfe , fall 
into the account of thoſe damages and loſſes, which he had 
receiued in his kingdome, bothin his reputation andautho- 
ritie , by putting the reincs wholly into his hands, taking 
thereby too much libertic to. himſelfe, and ruling the State as 
he liſted. The Grandes repreſented to his Mateſtic the abuſes 
that inſaed thereupon, as the ingrofſing of the greater. Of 
ces, and ſelling of the leſſer, and ouerſwaying the: Courts of 


Iuſtice; And vſing many other cffeQuall perlwaſions, groun-

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Forthey turne to the hurt of thoſe that put their truſt 


dedypottotheriuſtcomplaints;propoſing for remedic and 
ive le hereofabie intereſt & profit that might accrew vntg 
Gm by: calling him-to account, and that he might thereby 
get into his hands an infinite deale of trealure z the King liked 
very well of their propoſitions, and admitting their reaſons, 
hefell off from his Fauouriee, waging warre againſt him with | 
his owne money, wherewith-hee thought, if neede ſhould 
{crue, ro ſuſtainc and vphold himſelfe. This {lippery footing 
haucallthoſe things which haue not their hold-faſt in God, 


them. And itis his mercic to mankinde, that they ſhould pay 
for itin this life, howſocuer they ſpecd in the life to come, 
which'we witttcagc to” Gods iuſtice, and the ſtridt account 
thar will be taken of them. In concluſion, this great Fauoy. 
rite dyed, being fallen from his priyacie with his Prince, d&. 
prived of all that wealth and treaſure whichthe had fo gree 
dily ſcraped together, ending his life with a great-deale of 
ſorrow and diſcontent, and to the great reioycing of his op- 
poſites. Though: this did not ſerue: for a warning to thoſ 
that cameafter him, but without feare of the like terrible and 
deſperate falls, they ranne themſelues-out of breath in the 
purſuite ofthe like 'priuacie. Saint 70h» Baprift (we knoy) 
was Chriſts great Fauourite , and the Goſpell Niles himto 
be Amicus Sponſs, the friend of the Bridegroome. But his 
reat goodneſſe and holincſle of life did the more gloriouſly 
ewit {clfe in this, that by how much the more Chriſt did 
ar ew and authorize him, by ſo much the more did he: 
leflen and humiliate himſelfe, and laboured by all poflible 
meanes, by diminifhing his owne, to increaſe the authoritic Þ 
and credit ofhis Lord and Maſter, ſaying, 11um gportet creſ- 
cere, me autem ming: He muſt increaſe, but I muſt decreaſe, 
And thisis that glaſſe wherein the Fauourites of Kings arc 
to looke; taking into their conſideration, thatby how much 
the more they ſeeke to greaten themſelues, in making often-

likewiſe take this into their conſideration by way of aduice, 
That when they ſhall haue found their Favourites to be fur- 
niſhed with thoſe qualities before ſpecified, and thatthey arc 
ſuch, that thereby they may merit their graceand fauour,and 


| ſo grear,both place and partin theirheart, it ſtands with ve 
good reaſon, that they thou d bee honoured by them wit 


particular mercedes and fauours, becauſe they helpe them to

For, it cannot but ſceme an vnreaſonable thing, that thoſe 
who haue ſuch parts and qualities as well deſerue to bee cm- 
ployed in ſuch places of charge and command, ſhould there- 
fore onely and eo zomine; beecxcluded from them , for that 
they haue alliance and friendſhip with the ſaid Favourites. 
Being that this, in it ſelfe, is not1ll, Beſides the love and affe- 
Qion which Kings beare vnto their Fauourites, cannot 
(like your bad-made.clothes) ſoſhrinke vpon themlſelues, or 
be ſo ſtraight-laced,thar it ſhalt not likewiſe extend it ſelfe to 
the friends and allyes of thoſe , to whom they profeſle ſo 
much loue. Againe, a good, if not a greater part of theſe 
mens happineſle and contenr, conſfiſteth in being able to do 
good, and toraiſe their friends. | 
Butfor the better ſatisfying of this doubt, it is fitthar we 
ſhould firſt conſider and diſtinguiſh of the qualirie of the per- 
ſons of this Alliance and friendſhip with thoſe Fauourites, as 
alſo of the condition and qualirie of thoſe offices.

To this doubt, the anſwer 
would be made the more difficult, if your Fauourites through 
their too much ambition and couctouſneſſe had not taught 
vs:the great inconueniences which reſult in a Common- 
wealth, by opening this doore vato them , and conferring 
the ſaid Offices on their friends and Allyes,vnder colour and 
pr that they are as well deſeruing as others. Firſt of all, 

or that Kings, as. Shepherds and common parents of the 
whole Commonwealth, are to make a diſtribution of ho- 
nours, and of wealth; equally reparting and diuiding them, 
inthat indifferent manner, that they may reach to all houſes 
- andfamilies, or- at leaſt to-extend t! em as farre as they are 
able. Like a-good Husbandman, who, that hee may haue a 
good and -plentifull crop, throwes and ſcatters his ſeed on 
this fide; and that fide, and euery where. Secondly, for that 
itis a very odious thing, and which breedeth bad bloud,and 
ingendreth ill humours in thoſe who onely in regard of this 
their kindred and friendſhip, ſee themſelues depriued ” d de 

arred 
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debarred of that, which they mightotherwiſe challenge by 
acſert, Agd others on the other fide; hen they ſee that they 
can. neither come to be kinſmen, nor-friends,nor of familiar 
- acquaintance with Fauourites (whichare the references that 
muſt preferre them) the firſt nature hauing denyed it them; 
the other their; þad fortune, or the Fayourites diſafteRion, 
ſccingthemſelucs hopeleſſe of all helpe and-remedic., either 


they. runne themſelues headlong into ſome deſperate. at- 


tempt,or at lcaſt fall to flagge in their yertue; cither of which 
cannot chooſe. but bee. of great. inconuenicnce to the Com- 
monwealth. Thirdly, for that it is not firting, that Fanou- 
rites ſhould cqmeto be very powerfull, cither in their ;owne 
proper wealth and ſubſtance, or in the greatnes and irengeh 
of, their friends and Alijes. For-the:more-they; increafe in 
theſe, the more doe their Kings decreaſe ;,and ſometimes it 
hath becne ſeenerto grow'to that excefle, that powerfull Prin- 
ces haue ſcene, or at leaſt imagined themſclucs to. be of leſſer 
ower then they could haue wiſht it, or had becnc necd- 
Ell to haue repreſſed and cut ſhort, the ambitious wings, 
and high flowneinſolencics of their Fauourites./ Fourthly, 
for that-yndex this. colour, occafion might bee ginen to-Fa- 
uqurites:to diſpoſe in ſuch ſortiof the gouernment of king- 
' domes, that Kings ſhould not come to the knowledge of 
ought that paſſeth in them, be it good or bad,more then ſhall 
ſtand with the good liking of their: Fauourites, and make 
moſt for their owne: ends,  So-that-, neither thoſe-that are 
wronged, ſhall finde meanes to.bce righted ; nor thoſe thar 
are zealous of the. common good, and of their, Kings autho- 
ritie and reputation, be admitted to aduertiſe and giue notice 
vnto him,of that which doth moſt concerne him. For Kings, 
by reaſon of their retiredneſſe, cannot come to the full know- 
ledge of all that paſſe<th. One of the things wherewith they 
charged that great Fauourite of King Do- /n4n, in that (cn. 
tence which . av pronounced-againſt him, was, T hat hee 


had put into the offices of the Kings houſe, and without his 
Dd 4 houſe, 
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uernitient; perſons'thatwere tycd 
ſhip; F my ſelfe rothar; which the ſentence fairh, ſpea- 
#1 theperfon of King Don 7#au the ſecond. Andit is 
not to be doubted, that when Fauoarites ſhall wholly apply 
themſelnestoſeaze voor all the Ports; thereby-to know all, 
and ſo-ro toppe vpali the doores/ and-paſlages;, thir'none 
cancome pear ch their Kings, butby their hands, 
itis jo other buta binding of their Kings hands, andto. op- 
prefſe them with a palliated-and cloaked kinde- of tyranny, 
with relation totheir private Intereſt. And becauſe from our 
very firſt entrance into this our diſcourſe, our purpoſe cy u 
Sctipture, ts the end that'no man vpon any falſe preſappo. | 
fall, ſhould ſo much as farmiſe,orthinke,che we fl Weis 
tread too neare vpon the heeles of Fauourites, will likewiſc 


- remit my-ſclfe in-this particular, to that Letter regiſtred in 


the Scripture, which thatgreat King ,177axerxes wrote to 
all the Dukes and Princes, and to all his vaſſalls of r2 7: Pro. 
uinces of his kinsdomes,whercin with indearcd- reaſon hee 
propoundeth theinſoleneies and tyrannies, exerciſed by Fa- 


-yourices,who'vſingamiſſe thefanours and mercedes; which 


their Kings doe them; ſecke to carry all things before them, 
with a high hand. And for that the holy Ghoſt would hauc 
all this ſer down inthe facred Hiſtory, we may here very well 
interſert ſome part thereof, which is well worthy the noting, 
Multi, bonitate principum, ey honore, &7c. Many, the morc 
often they arc honoured with the great bounty of their gra- 
cious Princes, the more proud they are waxen ; And indca- 
uour to hurt not our SubieAs onely, but not being able ro 
beareabundance , doc take in hand to praiſe alſo againt 
thoſe that doe them good. And take not onely thankfulneſſe 
from amongmen, but alſo lifted vp with che glorious words 
of lewd perſons, that were neuer good, they thinke tocſcape 
the juſtice of God, thatfecth all things, and hateth euill. Of- 

eentimes 
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eentimes/alſo, the;ſaire ſpeech of our ſriends pur inmuſh;to 
mannage-the affaires, hauc cauſed many thatare in authori- 
tic to bee partakers. of innocent bloud, and hach-inwrappe: 
them-in remedileſſe calamities. Beguiling with' the falſehe 
 anddeceitoftheirlewd diſpolition,theinnocencieandgood- 
neſſcof Princes, &&; And- it oftentimes: commatb.to.paſle, 
that the-go aAtions;;and: intentions.of:] Ings arc hin. 
dercd,and the light of cheir:luſtice eclipſed, by rhe interpo+ 
ſition of ſometerreſtriall bodie, which dothdarkenthe glary 
thereof, as the interuention of the carth,obſcurerh the Sw 
And the publike misfortunes: which -befall' the common- 
wealth, and the particular wrongs and inivſtices, which-men 
by this meanes muſt indure,cuen vnder the raigne; of 'a.iuſt 
and. religious King, make his Empire-hatcfull;; tor it is's nas 
rurall property incident go-the-vulgar, when any misfortune 
ſhall befall a State, toxcmove the blarne from themſYues, and 
rolay the fault vpon thoſe that are of greater ratke and quia- 
liry.

VWhen the day of tharſtri& ah rigorous ac- 
conntiihallcome ; which God ſhall require at their hands, 
they willthen ſec how much this did import them. 

| Lerthen'the finall reſolution of this queſtion be , That 
_ that the naturall inclination of Fauourites,is to bc- 
nefit all, andthat thoſe that are neareſt vnro them, for what 
reſpd& focuer tbe, are to bee preferred vnto Honours and 
Offices, I will nor Nraightenthemſo much, nor my words, 
and-counſell, and ſeeme to be too much republike, and intire, 
in condemning all their a&ions; for that it hath been a thing 
alwayes permitted to thoſe thatare putin. ſuch high places: 
But T would not haue ir paſſe for a rule, in the proviſion of 
publike offices, through which have paſt ſuch perſons as

Vhereas on the contrary , they runne + 
much hazard;when the reynes of the Empire: are diuided, 
2nd put into ſeucrall'hands. The Romanes neuer cnioyed(o 
much peace and plenty, as after that .Y»gaſiac Cafe was 
declared fole Lord of the 'Empire, without dependance on 
any other. 'VVhich aduiſe {amongſt many other good in. 
ſtru&ions) the Emperour Charles the fifth gaue likewiſe vn. 
to the King his Sonne, to wit, That he ſhould bea very pre- 
ciſe louer of Truth ; That hce ſhould nor give himſelte over 
vnto Idlenefle; And that he ſhould alwayes ſhew himſelfe a 
free and independant King ; not onely in apparence, but in 
ſubſtance. For itis very proper vnto Kings to rule, not to be 
ruled. And to adminiſter their kingdomes themſelues by 
their owne will, and not by anothers. For he will not bc ſaid 
to 
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tobea] King,who being to command;/and corre& ulſhould | 
caſily-ſuffer himſelfe tobe led away, and gouerned by-others. : 
And' therefore it is fit, that hee d always ſtand vpon | 


his awne bortome, and in none of his/a&tions expreſſe him-

Saying onely now, That that King is in a miſerable and 1a. 
mentable caſe, that muſt depend on anothers helpe. Vpon a 
certaine occaſion, 4lexander the Great ſaid ; Se malle mort, 

uam regnarer0zande : That he had rather dic, then raigne 

y ſupplicating and intreating. And nootherwiſe doth that 
King raigne, whoſhewes himſelfe a Coward, and ſuffers the 
excellencie of his courage to bee overwhelmed and carried 


away with the current of hard and difficult things, which 


many times offer themſelues, leauing the reſolution of all to 
the mercie and fauour of others, by whoſe helping hand ic 


ſcemeth that he lineth and raigneth. This (faid the Empe-: 
rour Yeſpafian) is to dye ſtanding. And as that” King” is 


dead, which leaues that to another which hee cam doe him- 


ſelfe, and which doth properly appertaine vnto: his office, / 


and as he (hall not truly cumply with his obligation; if he 
ſhould goabout to draw ſolely to himſcife the gonernment 
of his whole kingdome ; much lefſe in like manner ſhall 
he cumply therewith, if hee ſhould caſt off all care from 
himſelfe, and relye wholly vpon others. -For Extreames, 


in all rhings, arcill. And an extreme thing itwere, that hee ; 


ſhould rake vpon himſelfe the whole weight and burthen of 
buſineſſes, and to haue all things paſſe through his owne 
hands; irbcing likewiſe no leſſe, if he ſhould ſhift off al _ 

is 
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his owne ſhoulders, and put his hand to nothing, as did F:- 
tellizs; andilovinianws, who did in ſuch fortdif-loade them- 
ſelues of their offices, and ridde their hands of all matter of 
gouernment, that all was ordered and gouerned by other 
pa PI wen the __ ih - 
ported; that:he forgot that hee was: our. Andof the 
- other, that hee intended nothing bur cnbg -and drinking, 
gaming: and whoring..'So that both of them came to ſuch 
miſerable ends;, as their retchlefle' and carcleſſe kinde of 
| living haddeſerned. Chi/dericke, King of France, and third 
of that name, is (and:not withou juſt cauſe) condemned by 
the writers ofthoſc times, for thathce did wholly quit him- 
ſclfe of buline ledfo dl. ea life;that 
he raoke care of — recommending all to his great Fa. 
uourite Pipine, who did rule and gouerne him as hee liſted. 
And there was not any mecting or conuerſation through- 
out-the kingdome , wherein men did not mutter and mur- 
mure at it, For their nimble and ative nature could by no 
meanes indure, that their King ſhould be bur the ſhadow of 
a King, and ſtand for a Cypher, ſheltering himſeife vnder the 
ſhade of another. Which could not chooſe (confidering how 
viuall a thing it is) but put ſpiritinto Pipize, and adde met- 
tall to his power, For it is very proper to the condition of 
men, the more high they are in place and dignitie , to deſire 
themore honour, and the more wealth. There are but few 
of your great and powerfull perſons, which are not hydro- - 
picall, and doe not thirſt after new honours, and new ad- 
uancements; And ſome haue proceeded fo farre in their pre- 
tenſions, thatthey have preſumed (as this Fauourite did) to 

uit the. King of his 'Crowne. Willingly hearkening vnto 
thoſe flatterers abour him, which did whiſper this in his eare, 
and cgge himon vnto it. It likewiſe began to bee treated of 
amongſt the great Lords of that kingdome, How much ber- 
ter command and rule were in one Head, then in two: And 
how that all kingdomes had cuermore a defire to have but 
one 
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one Prince; And that all prudent and wiſe men , hane Gin 


. reaſonof State) held this gouernment to: be- the beſt and ſu. 


reſt; and thatit was not fir, that the vniforme body of a com» 
monwealth, or kingdome, ſhould bee ſubie&and obcdiene 
to two Heads : To wit, that one ſhould enioy the name and 
title of King, and the other poſſeſſe the power. And-thar it 
were better that all ſhould obey one, that had wiſedome and 
experience, and that had beene bred vpn buſineſſes, and the 
mannaging of Statc-affaires, whereby to gouerne them in 
peaceand Tuftice. And fithence, that in Ppine theſe qualities 
did concurre, and that on him all the buſineſſes i 
tance did depend, it were ”_ that hee ſhould; bee their 
King, and that Chi/dericke ſhould take his caſe and pleaſure. 
Hereupon they treated with Pipine, who though hee ga 

care vnto what they ſaid, yet would not-raſhly aduenture 
| himſelfe to acceptof the Crowne, vnlefle Pope Zacharias 
might firſt be conſulted therein. Whereupon they ſent their 
Embaſſadours, who had inſtruRion to render ſuch reaſons to 
the Pope, thar might moue him to approne thereof, - and 
indging Ch:1dericke to bee vnfit for the gouernment, might 
abſolue the French of their oath which they had taken; and 
that obedience which they ought to their King, and that he 
ſhould deprive him of the kingdome, and further declare, 
That ſince Pipine did rule and command all,and had ſo many 
good indowments, that hee might likewiſe be inueſted with 
the title of King. And the Archbiſhop of Magwncia was the 
man, that was nominated toſet the Crowne on his head, and 
to declare him to bee King of all France. Being thus back'r, 
they ſummoned a Parliament,degraded the poore ſeely king, 
and thruſt him into a Monaſtery, and Pipine was ſworne 
and proclaimed King of thoſe ſo many kingdomes and Sig- 


nories, as were then ſubie& tothe Crowne of France. Hence Thereremai- 


- hadit's firſt beginning, and that hand and power giuen vnto — 


Popes, in ſo great a buſineſſe, as the ſetting vp and pulling Decrerals. c. 
downe of Kings; and which.is more,of creating new Empe- 4516.4: 


routrs,

cours, and'depriuing the oldons of their Empire. Whercof 
there are” many"Gcknples 'And that which this Pope did 
wich thar King, who had no more then that vmbratill, and 
apparent power, other Popes afterwards did the like with 
Henries and Fredericks, and other Tyrants of great puiſance 
and power. The one offend in the more:the other in the leſle. 
[Theone; out of theambition'that they haue' to bee Kings, 
thatthey may'command, and doe all, looſe all,and fo go to 
hell: Andrheother gothe ſame way, for that they will not 
bee (asthey ſhould be) Kings, but gine themſelues wholly - 
vnto id{cneſſe.Itwas the EmperourGalba's vtter ouerthrow, 
that he had put the whole gouernment into.onely three mens 
hands/which he brought along with him ,*poſſciling them 
-with ſo much” power, that hee was'not Maſter of himſelfe, 
depending ſtillvpontheir wil,and through that great autho. 
ritie which they had, they onerthrew all wharſocuer their 
King did ordaine, thruſting their armes (as we ſay) vpto the 
elbowes in all affaires, and making vſe of their preſent for- 
rune. And for that this vnfortunate Emperour could take no- 
tice of no more, then what hee had from them ; for none 
(withour their permiſſion) coulg,or ſee, or ſpeake with him, 
they made him todo that, which that other Potter did, who 
going about to make a'pot, to boyle meate in, made a Tarre, 
ro putdrinke in; And hethinking to ſubſtitute Indges, that 
ſhould adminiſter Iuſtice, appointed theeues in their place, 
which robbed the Commonyealth, All which was imputed 
vnto him. And for that Vanity is the mother of ſo many vi- 
ces, all this their great favour ſerued to no other vſe , but to 
cauſe their Soucraigne to commit many ations of iniuſtice, 
and indiſcretion, and of vnheard of, and vnthoughr of 
wrongs, violently breaking through the ordinary courſe of - 
Juſtice. By which exorbirant proceedings, this imprudent 
Emperour grew to be hated and abhorred of all, and not be- 
ing able longer to beare with him, they depriued him at once 
of his life, and Empire, And theſe kinde of Gaterpillars ({aid 
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promiſe Offices; and told ſuch ſuiters as came vnto h'm,that 
they ſhould go themſelues to petition the King, and would 
by nomeanes permit, that they ſhou!d accqmpany him to 
Court, as before. And yet notwithſtanding all this, he aſhſt- 
ed very carefully in all ſuch ſcruices, as were by his Maicſty 
recommended vnto him, without any the leaſt-ſhew of dif- 
contentment. VVithin a while after occaſion was offered vnro 
him to ſpeake with the King; and talking with him, hee told 
him ; O King, how well haſt thou learncd to. make thy 
friends lefle? yes (quoth the King) when they will make 
themſclues too great. The King played his part well, ſo did 
the Fauourite, and all ought to doe the like. Kings muſt bore 

a hole inthar ſhip with their owne hand, to ſtop. it's "aſs 
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windes, and puffes of vanitie.

well, that in. the obſeruance of Religion , and Catholicke 
faith, all the happincſſe that we can hope for in this or that 
other life, dependeth thereupon, and hath it's ſure ground 
and foundation, And therefore Saint Pax! calls it Subfan. 
tiam rerum ſperandarum, 46. Faith is the ſubſtance of things 
hoped for,and the euidence of things notſcene,&c. Foritis 
the foundation whereup: n is built in our ſonles all our ſpiri- 
tual! good.: inſornuch thar the ſelfe ſame Apoſtle ſaid, 8ine 
fide, &rc. Without faithit is impoſſible to pleaſe God. And 
ſering it is a Tewell of ſuch great worth and value, Kings arc 
to make thatefteeme of it, that they doe not onely retaine 
it, but maintaine and defend it, eſpecially in their owne 
kingdomes, and in all other places , where they haye any 
power. For beſides the obligation , which they haue , as 
Chriſtian Kings, it concernes thera likewiſe in their owne 
proper intereſt.

Likewiſe in red oftheir owne 
proper pirticalanl will be a very good lefſon for them ; for 
if their ſubic&s are beholding for the good they receiue,vato 
another, they will loue him more then them ; and when oc- 
caſion ſhall ſerue, will nor ticks to ſhew it, though it bee ro 
their owne hurt. 'Examplcs hereof ; there are good-ſtore 
amongſt thoſe ancient Kings and kingdomesof eider times, 
that by this mcancs hauc becne ouerthrowne and brought to 
ruine. We findc it ſtoried, that the Emperour Claudixe , at 
the interceſſion and. inſtance of CAgrippine, made ſuch a 


one Generall ofhis Army ; Coraelivs-Tacitzs toucheth vpon - 


this Myſterie, and faith of him, that hee was a man of mach 
fame and renowne, and very expert in militarie' diſcipline; 
yet knowing very well withall, by whoſe good will and fur- 
therance, that command was conferred vpon him, he could 
not.(when occaſion ſhould offer) bee behindeyhand for ſo 
great an honour done vnto him, but recompence it cothe vt- 
. moſt of his power. Such grear places of imployment ought 
to be beſtowed by no hand, but by Kings, and that imme- 


diately, leſt another mhy go away with the thankes. And he

| * Let Kings likewiſe bee aduiſed, that they carry a watch- 
full-eyeoucr ry pence yrs - rare nas 
turally; or by conueriing and communicating with-others, 
are lads fo (for thisis'an infe&ious diſcale) and the more, 
 rhemoreir taketh holdon great perſons; and men of an ex- 
traordinary ſpirit; for they areas dangerous as theeucs,where 
_ there is ſtore of treaſure tobee had; ' For queſtionleſſe ſuch 
kinde of men do'vſually labour to increaſetheir eſtate. For it 
is very naturall to this paſhon, as to thoſe other affeQions, 
neuerto'ginevuct;, riſttheycomero-cheend and full farisfa. 
Aion of that whichtheirappetite or deſire repreſenteth vn. ' 
to them: neither the Law of God, nor of thankfulneſle, ſuf- 
ficing to moderate their mindes, and to keepe them within 
the due andlawfull bounds of their dutie, In that houre, and 
in that very'inftant of their rifing, nay, before they come to 
that greatnefſe;there 8 little truſt to be giuen vnto them; for 
nothing workes vpon them,but their proper honour and 
profit. Andall the reſt they eſteeme as nothing, in compari- 
ſon of bettring their owne fortune. But if of neceſhtie ſome 
muſt bee raiſed to honour ; $i quem extobere oporteat (ſaith 
the Philoſopher) non tamen eum , qui fit moribus aundax. 
Nam hainſmods homines aptifiimi ſunt ad inuadendum circa 
res omnes: Let them not be of baſe and meane condition,nor 
ſuch as are naturally proud and hapghry., for being vainely 
tranſported with their fauour and privacie, they thinke with 
themſclues, that they have already clapt a nayle in fortunes 
wheele, and that they cannot fall from the top of their fcli- 
citic. And being thus blinded with their ambition , there is 
not any thing which they dare not aduenture on. Let Kings 
therefore well weigh and confider with themſelues , what 
mannerof men they putinto'great places, and. neareabout 
thcir perſons, that they may relye more on the nay” of 
their 
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their natuteand dilpoſition, theron'the Law of obligations 
and thankfulneſle; for thele arc but weake- bonds, and cafily. 
broken; And becauſe I know not whether I ſhall hereafter 
come tolight vpon the like occaſion, I will here propoſe that 
Queſtion, which is diſputed-and doubtedof by fome (and 
may likewiſe ferue for an.4»;/o vnto Kings).w it be: 
better that the great Lords ſhould be farre off from them, or 
neare about: them? -The Emperour Charles the fifth (of fa- 
mous metnory) amongſt other Adnertiſements which hee- 
gaucto his ſonne Philip, one was, Thathe ſhould nor let the 
great. offices ofthe kingdome, nor places of great command 
reſt any -lohg ime in one mans hands , nor ſhouſd pur his 
Grandes and great Lords into them, but Gentlemen of good: 
qualitie, ſachas were creatures of his owne making. And as 
for his Grandes, hee ſhould honour them with ſome places 
and offices neare about his perſon, which would be a greater 
grace both to himſelfe and his Court. 630 
 Othersareofaquitecontrary opinion,and alledge reaſons 
for the maintenance thereof. Great men (they-ſay) if they.be: 
not like thoſe little ones, which-Chriſt ſpeaketh of are ordi- 
narily of an: extraordinary: ſpirit, .andrendeauour , all they 
can; increaſe of honour, till they come to occupie the higheſt 
place. And then will it bee ſeene, of what little eſteeme are 
thoſe great fauours which they: haue already receiued.There- 
isnot that friendſhip, that-kindred, nor any other bond, be- 
itneuer ſo ſtrong, which is not broken, through the greedy. 
ambition of aſcending to ſome higher throne. Bor to'bee a 
King (faith Z#ripides) all Law is broken. For this Appetite- 
is of that force and ſtrength, thatir breaketh all Lawes,both: 
Diuine and Humane. For: proofe whereof, they cite man 
examples, which I purpoſely omit, that T may not offend, 
and tire out the Reader: All of them admoniſhing Kings,thar- 
they ſhould throughly weigh and: confider where, and in 
what places they put them. For ifthey be neare about their: 


royall perſon, itis the torment of Tarialzs vnto them, toſce 
, rhe 


the. water and the fmic{omeare their mouth (that grear- 
neſſe and pawer Itncane) and nor to cnioy it, VVhich will 
but prouokea more hungry appetite in thoſe which doc not 
| it, and will breake through. bedge and. ditch , and 
runne (as they ſay) through fire and water tranſported with 
this ſo faire and beautifull a prizc, as is ſer before their eyes, 
ncuer beingat quiet till they come to enioy it. For there is 
not that loneto any thing here vpon carth, which doth fo 
much alter, ſuſpend', and ſeaze on the minde and h art of 
man, as thatof ruling and commanding, and to grow great 
therein. And when they ſec things ſucceed not according to 
their minde, yet ar leaft in ſatisfaction oftheir chuie,they will 
be well conrenrtharthe warersſhoutd-be troubled, and the 


-world be tnrned topfie- turuy,taking pleafure therein, though 
it be to their owne hurt. And what King can ſecure himſelte, 
that ſuch ambitious perſons, being neare about him, will not 
at one time or other attempt their ends. For gredtneſle (fay 


they) after that it is once poſſeſſed, quits the memory of the 
meanes, whereby it came to bee ſo great, and finde= a thou- 
ſand excuſes for it's weakneſle in offending. And the rather, 
for thatill vſe hath tanghe all men this leſſon, Thar the repu- 
tation of an honeſt man is not to be preferred before his pro- 
per profitand greatnefle. Laſtly, they ſay, That he tharouer- 
commeth, and makes good his clayme by his ſword,needcth 
not toſtudy excuſes, and to make Apologies ; let thoſe doe 
that, that hauc the worſt end of the ſtaffe, and ſtand at the 
mercy of the Conquerour. In concluſion, they reſolue this 
q—_ thus; Tharit is very fitthat your great Noble-men 
uld rather live farre from Court, then neare about thcir 
King.For all ofthem will be of good vi, for the gouernment 
of Provinces and Armies , whercby both the one and the 
other will b: ſecured. And when they cannor content them 
in all chatchey would hauc, they may entertaine them with 
theſe, which will be a good meanes to divert their thoughts, 
and to bridle thoſe Prouinces that are committed to their 
charge, 
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charge, "ith whom the Maicſlie and greatnelſe of their Ga- 
uernours will beable to doe much; ,, And/there they are noe 
of thardangere Forin kingdomes by ſuccelſon,and well ſer. 
led, and where there is nocolour of wreſting the Scepterour | 
of the bloud-royall, there is no feare of truſting the Grawdes, 
and great Noblemen with theſe kinde of Gouernmens, but 
it is rather requiſiterhat ir ſhould be ſo, For, likevnto ſtares 
in heauen, and their influences on -carth, they ſerue for otna- 
ment and conuerſation ih thoſe kingdomes and Provinces, 
wherein there are ancient and noble Houſes, for which they 
are to ſceke oupmen of Noble bloud, and good qualitic, and. 
ofkynowne greatneſle, to beeconuerſant am them. For 
the Nobilitie of thoſe kingdomes and Provinces will thinke 
ehemſelucs.not well dealt withall,if they thall have butan or- 
digary man ſet ouer themto be their Goucrngur,be he neuer 
fo wiſe, or neuer ſo valiant. For being that they arc to attend. 
all ar the gates of him that holdeth that place, they may 
eſtcemeit 2s an iniurie to ſec themſelues obliged, to acknow- 
ledge homage vnto him, whom out of that place they would: 
ſcarce vouchſafe him their companic. Belides; thatgreatnefſe 
and largeneſle of minde and heart, thar knowes not how to 
ſhrinke, or be deieQted with aduerſe fortune (a thing fo ne- 
ceſfary' in him that gouerneg) will ſooner bee foundin theſe, 
then men of meaner ranke. For (as Saint Je7owe ſaith) hee- 
that owes much to his bloud.and familie, willalwayes beare 
that obligationabout him, and neuer faile therein,” -Againe, 
he that is borne to command, will be lefſe infolent in! his go. 
uernment, as hauing that noble qualitic from his:cradle;And 
rhe people on the cther fide will more willingly obey him, 
whom they haue alwayes knowne to haueliueq. in honour 
and greatneſſe: And his example will bec of grearcr impor- 
tance, torcforme the diſorders and abuſes that ſhall there be 
offered. wry | , 
Ouer and aboue, they further adde, That: your Grandes: 
and great Noblemen, may, and haue obligation to content:

Thar grieuing them more, which 
falls ſhort 6ftheir deſire; 'then thar doth'pleaſe and content 

rem; which formunc hath-with ſo liberal) a hand beſtowed 
on them::For tio wian'refts contented/withihis preſent eſtate 
and eonditioniztior doc” weeſteeme that ſo much-which wee 
poſſelle; us thelackeof that we defite; dothrortnent-vs; And 


| therefore doethey lay, thar they are norſo.good to beabour 


Kings; and more'patticularly thoſe which are'ſo' qualified, 
forthey arelikea lingring'kinde of Calenture, or aguiſh Fe- 
ner, which: nendofusbefore we arcawarc of it,wor- 
king iir's effeQ; before wee can lookeinto the cauſe; Or like 
ynto'the handin a Clocke, or 'Dyall , which tells our the 
/ houre, and ſtrikes, without perceiuing how it moucs or goes, 
Or like vnto thoſe plants of your talleſt trees, which grow to 
their full height,whileſt neither our eyes, nor our vnderftan- 
ding canſcarce comprehend; how this comes to pate ſo in- 
ſenſibly'deth it ſproute-and ſhoot vp. This is the queſtion, 
and theſe,in briefe, rhe conueniences,which (for mine owne 
part) know not what they are, vnlefſe ſuch conueniences 
as are proper to cuecty one in their owneeſtate. Bur be it as 
it may be, and let them ſay what they liſt, let Kings reſolue 
by the illumination of that light which they haue from hea- 
uen, on that which ſhall be beſt for them, Thatwhich I fay, 
is this, That it will well become them 'to-live 'with a great 
dcale of warineſſe and circumſpeRion,and not to truſt or re- 
lye too much vpon fortune. For this Lady, howbeit ſome- 
times ſhee ſpffers her ſelfe to bee commanded by them, yet 
now and then ſhe onerrules them, as ſhe doth rhe reſt. And 
therefore.it ſhall bee good difcretion and prudence, to feare 
both her, and her frequent murabilitics and changings, as it 
behoueth cuery man to doe rhelike. For ſhe, without any 
reſpe& or diſtinftion of perſons, will oftentimes _ out 
rom 
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| from tharway-andcourſe wherein ſhe-is, and runne bs 
contrary bias; and' commit the current of thoſe effects to 
Ler Kings likewiſe take- heed, thatthey-goe not putoffen= 
ded: perſons into ſuch places, where they may revenge them- 
fclues; For a-reccined.w us or iniurie-leaues ſtill-ſome roots 
behinde,which,when occaſion is offered, will bud forth moſt 
| bittcrand venemous/plants, ' Nor are thereany rewards, or 
benefits, be. they neuer (©. great, that: can blorourthe; prine 
of that impreſſion, which an iniurie ſtampeth inthe minde 
and heart of man. Courteſies are ſoone forgatten by them, 
forit ſcemeth: a troubleſome thing vato them, to:endure the 
weight and/burthen of ſo great a debt and obligation; but a 
receiued wrong or iniuric, that ſhall cuer be cemembred, be- 
cauſethey hold reuenge- to be the character of coursge; and 
the badge ofa noble mindeand brane ſpirit, Pulvere, qui le» 
dit, ſeribit, ſed marmore leur : He that doesa wrong, writes- 
ir downe in duſt; but he that receiues it, in-marble. T acirge 
tcacheth vsto know this minde of man, and it's -paſans; 
telling vs that the greateſt and ſtrongeſt inclination immanzis - 
ro recciue ſatisfaRion of the iniuries.done; vnto-themn,, far 
thankfalneſſe lyes as a heauy loade vponthem, whereas they 
 makelight ofthoſe benefits they receiue. Eſteeming the latter 
to be a diminution of their greatneſle; and the former,to wit, 
rencnge, to bee a great gaine vnto rhemz; for they imagine, 
that they gainethereby in their authoritie , in their reputa- 
tion,and in the manifeſtation of their-valour,when'the world 
ſhall cake noticethat they haue righted themſelues: Such. as 
theſe can neither bee good as they are Favourites, noras they 
are Councellers. For out of the deſire and p!eaſurerhey take - 
in reuenge, they will rather-aduiſe that which: ſhall ſeeme 
conuenient for the execution thereof, then -for the authoritie 
and profit of the Prince, whom they aduiſe. They will aduiſe 
him (I fay) to venture himſelfe vpon ſome voyage; to enter 


into.a warre, to go himſelfe into the field with a royallarmy, 
or.

honour;butout ofhatred go his perfon,G&their owne proper 

fatisfaRion, thinking that' by that meanes! they may-worke 
theirrewenge. And hereutito-I adde, that 'tio'man can bee 
found of ſoperfe@t a'ainde, of fo temperate a nature, and ſo 
vertuous, but that in the firſt place he will treate of his owne 
bufineſſe; and'thar treating of this particular, the eye of his 
thougheſtill ayming to hit this white, will not ſticke to ad- 
ſhall adviſe Kings, that of neceflitie muſt ſometimes giue carc 
and credit'to theſe or the like nr if they chance to bee 
preferred to great places, that they be very carefull how farte 

forth they eruſt chem, forthey are a dangerous kinde gf peo- 

ple, vnſafe, and more couetous of their owne priuate intereſt, 
then carcfull of the publike peril}, or common hurt: For this 

loue vnto themſelues, and hatred vnto others, couered and 
ſtrewed ouer with the cloud and afhes of iniuries and offen- 
ces, either receiued or conceived , doth reuiue and quicken 
the coales by thoſe blaſts of fauour and greatneſle that are 

blowne on them; procuring (though to others coſt) to vp- 

hold themſelues' therein, and to ingage Kings in that which 
they pretend for their reuenge and fatisfation. God ſhield 
and prote& Kings from ſuch perſons,as ſhall with the ſnake 

eake vp their poyſon againe, to vent the venome of their ran- 

cour and reuehgevpon an oldquarrell; and1ct them likewiſe 

take heed, how they imploy their forces, and their power, in 

countenancing and proteQing thoſe whom they hauc offen- 

dedand diſcontented. 

This (faith the ſaid Empcrour Chazles the fifth) is an ad- 
uice of great importance, for the ſafetic, quictude, and good 
gouerament of kingdomes, States, and Signiorics __—_ 
or 
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for that they are-ſo man reat, anc 
- from another, it is impottible that they ſhould: be viſited by 
your ſelfe in perſon, o often as is requiſite: And therefore I 
aduiſe you, that you hauea great care that your Viceroyes 
and Gouernours that ſhall be ſentthicher;befuch,and of fach 
parts, as-ſhall conuene for ſuch an imploymerit, menofexpe- 
rience, and\conſcience,. of wiſedome, prudence, and diſcre- 
tion, and well ſeene' in matters of. State! and,C t: 
Welldiſpoſed, and free from couctouſacſle, briberic , and 
corruption ; ſeeking out rather men for Offices, then Offices 
for men; Laſtly, let them be ſuch perſons, from whom you 


may recciue that good: ſatisfaction, that-by: their reſidence 


there may bee found no'mifle of their Kings preſence; For 
this is properly to bee Vice-royes. Moreouer, you-muſt in- 
ſtru& them in that which appertaineth vnto them , for the 
good gouernment of the Commonwealth, and thoſe Sub- 
teas which are committed to their charge, maintaining them 
in cquall juſtice, and good manners, giuing them good cx- 
ample by their owne blameleſſe:conuerſation. There is no- 
thing thatdoth ſomuch oblige Vaſlalsand Subics to-keepe 
the Statutes and Lawes which are ordained, as :to-feethem 
well kept and obſerned by their betters; And fo itis, that ir 
is vninſtly commanded, which hee that commands keepes 
not himſelfe, if that which is commanded be good. And be- 
ing good, why ſhould it not be good for him to keepeit,that 
commands it?. For (as Ba/4s ſaith) though the King be not 
lyable tothe Law, yer is hee lyable to the rules of” reaſon. 
This pious Emperour goes on, and willeth his fonnezthatthe 
ſhould ftrily recommend to his Vice-roys charge, the pro- 
ecing, [heltring, and relicuing ofthe poore,the defending of 
the fatherlefſe and widow, and: thoſe that: are:deſtitute of 
friends, and haue none to heipe them. VVhom 'ſome,thatare 
in place and authoritie, are wont (and Þfcareis too ordinary 
amongſt them) to disfauour and difeſtecme them, making 


little or no reckoning atall ofthem. Bring ignorant how _ 
| an 
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ing the contrary, heſball rhinke that he is ill ſerued by them, 
and that hee gine order to hane it remedied and amended, 
by his. diſpleaſure..and:chcic puniſhment. And howbeit it 
be true; that he ought not to glue credit toall the complaints 
whichare-made 'againſt ſuch his -Miniſters (which are («l- 
dome wanting) yet in no hand that he ſhould refuſe to heare 
them, and vnderſtand them, in forming himſelfe fully of the 
eruth.For the not doing of it, will but miniſter occaſion vnto 
them, tobe: more abſolute, and tethe Subie&s to grow del. 

rate, ſceing themſelues oppreſſed by iniuſtice and vncon- 

clonable dealing. | 
Likewiſe when Kings fend an Embaſſadour to another 
Prince, they muſt looke well into the qualitic of the perſon 
whom they ſend.Forin ſuch an Embaſlage he doth not onc- 
ly treatc of the buſineſſes for which hee goes, but likewiſe of 
the honour and authoritie of the King, which fends him. 
And therefore it is'ncceſſary that the perſons that arc nomi- 
nated and declared to go on Embaſlage, haue many of thoſc 
qualities, which we hauc mentioned in Vice-roys and Coun- 
cellours of State. For if they ſhall not fill that place with the 
greatneſle of their good abilities, it will be a great leſſening to 
thecredirand reputation of the King,and the buſineſſes will 
receive much hinderance, if not vtterly bec ouerthrowne. 
The Romanes did make a mocke of the Tentones, counting 
them no better then fooles, for ſending an Embaſſadour vn- 
to 
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to them that was a block-hcad, and of little or no expe<, 
renee; T6 OE | 
- Kings and great Princes, all that, from which glory and 
preatneſſe reſulterh vnto them, they oughtto doc it without 
any thelcaſt ſhew of vanitic, accompanyingit with ſuch cir- 
cumſtances and conſequencies, that it may ſceme onely to 
bee done for the common good, the exaltation of the Com- 


monwealth, and the reputarion of their Crownc.In all times _ 


and places they muſt repreſent much authoritic,grauitie, and 
Maieſtie in their perſons, and in their Treatics, mixing ie 
with affabilitic and courteſie. To the end, that by the one 
_ they may cauſe feare atid reſpeR; and by the other quit and 
remoue that feare; Tr is reported of @7axian the Emperour, 
' thatall the Embaſſadoursthat appeared in his preſence,ſtood 
aſtoniſhed betwixtfeare and admiration ; but: no ſooner 


ſpake he vnto them, bur they 'were wonderfully taken with 


his words, and did not thenſo much feare, as affet him. For 
albeit the Maieſtie wherewith heereceined them, was excee- 
ding great, yet was his carriage towards them very affable, 
and very courteous. In theſe two vertues, did excell that Ca- 
tholicke King of Spaine, Do Philip the ſecond, whom for 
therepreſenting of Maieſtic, and regall authoritie, none did 


excell, and few equall. And in the carriage and .compoſition 


of his perſon, there was no defe&@ to bee found. Vpon any 
accident that befell him, were it good or bad, fortunate or 
vnfortunate, there was neuer any man that could perceiue in 
him ſomuch as a diſcompoſed countenance, or any ather 
the leaſt alteration. And hee may be truly faid to be a man, 
who is not proud in proſperitic, nor impatient in aduerlitic. 
For it is a'great ſigne of Nobleneſſe, and the vndoubted 
marke of a royall minde, and Princely courage, not to [coſe: 
himſelfe in his aduerſer fortunes, but to: ſhew. himſclte con- 
ſtant againſt fortune, and to raiſe vp his ſp'rits, as this wa 
did, being neuer deieted with any outward Crofſe-or mif- 
fortune, tha befell him. He did _ (being therein like vn- 
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ſo kinde and courtcons, as to cauſe themfclues to be contem- | 
ned. Indcauouring all they Ean,notto fall intothe extreames, 
by ſhewing too much loue to ſome, and little or none ar ” 
to other forae; For ite ingendreth hatred, an 
toomuch familiaritie breedeth contempr.” Let them general 
ly beate themſelues in that reſpe&iue manner towards all, 
x they honour the better, loue the meaner ſort, and deſpiſe 
not the reſt; butas farre as they are able, extend their grace 
and fauour vnto all. For that being but little, which rhey 
' haueto giue, in. compariſonof the many that are ſutors , and 
the great rewards which they pretend, they reſt better ſatis- 
fic6 with thoſe good words, and manner]y anſwers, that are 
given them, then with thoſe fauours that are done them. 
For the generous hearts, modeſt countenances, and ingeni- 
ous diſpoſitions of thoſe noble ſpirits which follow Princes 
Courts, much more riſent the disfauour that is donethem in 
receiuing courteſies with diſgrace, then if they were denyed 
them. Andrhereforciris good wholeſome counſell,andmuch 
—_— Kings, to returne a faire-and equall anſwer vnto 
all, according tocach mans qualiticand mcrit,and that they 
carry the ſame enen hand in the conferring of their fauours, 
andin the manifeſtation of their loue. And if they ſhall ina 
more particular manner, expreſſe the ſame to ſome one par- 
ticular perſon, let him likewiſe more particularly deſerue it. 
For neuer ſhall that lone be ſtedfaſt, where deſerts arc want- 


ing in the partic beloued. | 
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I ſhall likewiſe: aduertiſe Kings, that they doc not make 
ſuch vſe ofthis cheir great both officeand power,as to aſſume 
vnto themſclues to be abſolute, and to cumply in all things 
with their affeAions and. delires,, nor to exerciſe any other 
perſopnall paſſion. For the vſc and cuſtome of abſolute power 
is dangcrous for Kings, odious to the ſubicet, and online 
both to God and Nature. And for thatthelaſt Kings of the 
Romanes vſed this power, the name of King grew ſo hate-- 
fall, that thoſe that afterwards ſucceeded in the Romane go. - 
ernment, durſt not take vpon them the name of Kings, = 
charof Empcrours, VVhich by fo much the more abſolute, 
by how much Zwperare doth differ from. Regere. . Yct not. 
withſtanding the people of Rome did not ſo much feare this 
name of Emperour, as that of King, becauſe thoſe, thar laft 
bore that name, excrciſed on them this their abſolute power. 

So thar it is notthe name, nor. the. office, bur the ll. vſing 
thereof that makes it odious. Fox it is neither the Title, nor 
the Man, that moucth or altercth the honeſt meaning minde 
of the plainc downe right ſubie&, but deeds and ations, 
that are done contrary to all right and reaſon... Whereason 
the contrary, good viage, and: good treatment keepes chem 
in loue and peace, and drawes them after him as it were in a 
ſtring, and to offer vp for his ſake a voluntary ſacrifice of 
their lives. Let Kings conſider that the Crowne ſpeakes as 
much, whichthey weare on their heads in forme of a Spheri- 
call round figure, which ſignifies k&mitem, or terminam, a li- 
mit or bound, or rather that Circle, out of which it is not 
lawfull for them to go, no not one ſteppe. The Crownes (I 
fay) thatthey weare, are Circles and Limits, {cruing to put 
them in minde, that their power is limited and meaſured out 
vnto them, that they may not paſſe the bounds of reaſon,nor 
doc any thing, but what is iuſt and lawfull. Let the great 
Kings and Potcntates ofthe earth moderate theraſeJues, and 
refraine from making themſelues Gods , by exercifing this 
their abſolute power ; let them RY oucr Le fy 
| | * Fr. God, 
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did command. Te/y tearmes them, ofall other, themoſt mi. 
ſerable, which make their will a Law, and thinke 'that they 
may docall thatthey canNero did then leave offto be cruel], 
when he vnderftood that he was permitted ro doe what hee 
liſted, and that many did approue all his a&ions for good. [t 
1sihcancicntlanguape ofadulation, to ſpeake abſolute power 
'vnto Princes , and to perſwade them to follow their owne 
free will.But this is a very dangerous thing, if they once giue 
way thereunto, and let ſuch flatterics dwell in their eares; for 
the reſolutions of fuch a power, will not ſuffer themſelues to 
be fo ſubicR, as they ought, to the indgement of reaſon, nor 
humane diſcourſe.- In ſuch a caſe, a power from heauen is 
more needfull. And this errouris now come to bein ſuch re- 
CO toagrec in all things with the will and pleaſure of 
ings;is now madein the minds offome, notonely a meancs 
of hope, but eſteemed as a great ſcruice, and pledgeof merit, 
to recetuc honours and rewards. But this deccitfull meanes, 
whereby they thinke to thriue, ſhall (when God ſhall ſec it 
fir) bethe onely knife to cur their throates ; for ſuch kinde of 
men neuereſcape puniſhment, and moſt common! nr it 
. fon 
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from their Kings owne hand. In ſt | 
caſes, and __ occaſions, and ivſtifiable meancs, Kings 
may ſomewhat i eir p01 | 
doe not go beyond that which reaſon and-Chriſtian pru. 
dence permittcth. Plaro faith; that Prudence and power are 
to embrace cach other, and to walke hand in hand. Qualities 
which oughe.to concurre in a good King, ſignified in that 
—_ with eyes,which Jeremy ſaw,power being inthe one, 
' and wiſdomeinthe other. And in that other old ancient por- 
traiture of a good King, beinga Lion placed on the top of 
Herenries Mace, which is a Scepter with two: Snakes tyi- 
ning aboutie, This, ſignifying prudence, and wiſedome, and 
that fortitude;which ſhould ncucr be ſeparated froma King. 
By his power, he is feared, reſpe&ed, and obeyed ; he com- 
' mands, prohibites, and executes. By his wiſedome, he auer- 
reth the truth of bis a&ions, and-doth nothing , but what is 
lawfull. Wiſedome tempercth power; and both together vp. 
hold the world. But-if power forſake the fellowſhip of wile 
dome, it growesto beabſolute, and runnes into a thouſand 
indiſcretions, and commits as many wrongs and itiiuries, 
wherewith it deſolateth and deſtroycth euen-the greateſt 
States. For, there is not that ill, wherein power doth not ex- 
ceed, ifit haue not wiſedome for it's bridle. And for that a 
powerfull hand is ſo dangerous thing , Nature hath ordai- 
ned, and ſo ordered the buſineſſe, that the braine where wilſe- 
dome hath it's reſidence, ſhould bee placed ouer it. Which 
thoſe ancient DoQors amongſt the' Gentiles did point at, 
when they placed Minerne,the Goddeſle of wiſedome, vpon 
Tupiters head, who, of ail the Gods, is the moſt powerfull. 
And therefore it was well ſaid of him, whoſocuer hee were 


and extraordinary 
nlarge the limits of their power, ſo as they 
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domes, and royal ſeates, and count riches x nothing in com. 


End 5.54". pariſon of her. The aduancage whereof, is ſignified in that 
Alien. 6:c. Hieroglifle of the Cocke, who with his crowing, makes the 
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Lion to flic. As Saint .{mbroſe, and &/ian. baue well ob- 
ſerued.And that wiſe and iuſt man 704,doth much commend 
him for his knowledge and vnderſtanding, And Saint Gre. 
gory declareth, that by him, is to bee vaderſtood a wiſe, and |. 
prudent man, who-taketh hold on a fit and convenicnt time 
for buſineſſes, and not onely aduiſeth of, bur preuenteth all- 
dangers, and whatſocucr hurt may befall. 

T he particular and generall experience which we hane of 


Hiſtories, tcacheth vs, how much it importeth for the con- 
| ire and. Monar- 


chic, thathe, that is Lord and Maſter thereof (if it lye divi. 
ded through diuers parts ofthe world; by ſeas, and enemies, 
in the midit thereof) ſhould ftriue and indeanour by all poſ- 
ſible meancs to make himſelfe likewiſe Lord and Maſter of 
the ſea: for thereby ſhall he come to bee Lord and Maſter of 
the Land, And an abſolute diſpenſer of thoſethings, where- 
with we ſuſtaine our ſelues,and line. For by the helpe of Na- 
ui. ation, we paſle from one part ro another, and communi- 
cate.of what they haue by way of commerce. or otherwiſe; 
And by this meanes is made of many Proninces and king- 
domes, yea, 'euen of the whole world, one ſole Citie and 
commonwealth, This was the counſell of 7 hemmiſoctes, and 
Plutarch makes it good, ſaying , Let no man deceive him- 
ſelfe, in imagining with himſclfe, that Armies will ſuffce for 
to conſerue himſelfe , and to make himſelfe Lord of thoſe 
kingdomes and Proninces, that hauc the Sea to friend. For if 
he be not likewiſe prouided,and well furniſhed witha ſtrong 
fleete at Sea, howbeit hee may with a Land-armie oucrcome 
the naturalls of thoſe kingdomes or Prouinces ; yet it is im- 
poſhble for him, without the other, to make an intire con- 

queſt, and to go through with that which hee pretendeth. 


That diſpoſeth the Land to his will,and giueth Laws there- 
unto, 
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unto. The Carihagintans (faith Polibizs) were not ignorant 
of what great conſequence this was, forall kinde of buſineſe 
ſes, and = aduiſeth, That thae which a Prince oughe 
to procure, whereby to come to be dgreat Monarch, is, by a 
ſtrong Nauy, to make himſclfe Lord of the Sea, For there 
are not any forces. that worke ſuch ſtrange and great cfteRs, 
or ſo much-import, as theſe. . And all your Ancients held ir 
for a Maxime, that without the command at Sea, there was 
nothing ſafe or ſecure on the Land. drchidamws.a great 
| Captaine, and King of the Lacedemonians, was wont to lay; 

Thar thoſe thatare to deale with a ſtrong encmic, being 
powerfull at ſea, need not to put themſclues vpon the fickle- 
neſſe of fortune , but to place all their care in maintaining 
cheir Nauic; for with this alone, will they be able to wearie 
out the enemic, to quit him of the ſuccour of their friends, 
to debarre him of Nauigation,and of the commodicies theres 
of; and vtterly by this to yndoc him. And (which may ſeeme 
a thing impaſſible) be able to beleaguer and girt in a whole 
kingdome, and to take it (forcing it by famine and other 
wants) as if it were onely one fingle Cite that were beſieged, 
For that (as Tacit«s ſaith) a ſtrong flecte at ſea, is the Caſtle 
and Magaſine of vicualls. And therefore the Empire and 
Signioric of the Sea, by a powerfulland commanding Nauy, 
is held to bee of much more power and fafetie, then your 
Land-armies or Citic-gariſons, which of force muſt in the 
end yecld vnto him, which ſhall become Maſter of their 
. ports, and thereby hinder them of all commerce and traf- 
fique, and humane communicat.on: | 

And this was the aduice which that great Monarch and 
Emperour Charles the fifth gaue likewiſe vnto his ſonne, to 
whom hee left ſo many and ſuch great kingdomes , fo farre 
diſtant and diuided one from another , with ſuch large and 
deepe ſeas, Hee (faith he) that isor will bee Maſter of them, 
muſt hae his fleetes ſtill in a readineſſe, well fitted and fur- 
niſhed, as well with good tall _ well rigg'd andmann'd, 
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andall other neceſſary proviſion, as with ſtore of Gallics,for 
the ſafeguard and defence of his ſubie&ts, as alſo to reſiſt and 
offend Twrkes, Moores, and Pyrats, becauſe he cannot repoſe 
any confidence or-afſurance in thoſe Leagues and Truces 
which he ſhall make withthem. With this fhall hee keepe 
them all in'awe, when they ſhall ke his great forces ar Sea, 
by which he may (as it were inan inſtant)fromall parts ſend 
faccours and reliefe, and whatſocuer elſe ſhall bee needfull: 
Andirwill bee no leſle then a hard rayne, and cruell ſtrong 
curbe, for to bridle and reſtraine the finiſter intents and vaine 


- pretenſions of ſuch as ſhall plot ſtrange proieRs , dangerous 


deſignes, and ſcandalous attempts... And vtterly to gif- 
| omvndcrgoingany-enterpriſfe,, or to vnder- 
rake anyaRion-of aduenture, with hope of reconcring ſuch 
Townes or Prouinces as they haue loſt, or by landing of 
theirmen to cncroach vpon new. And ſay they ſhould ſerue 
for no other vſe, ſane to hinder the excurſions of Pyrats, and 
Sea-roners, iv theſcour ſeas, onely in regard ofthat, it could 
not chooſe but bee a matter of mighty conſequence, and of 
wonderfull great importance, conſidering the daily incurſi. 
ons, lofles, flaughters, the continuall captivatings, and rob. 
berics, which they vſually commit vpon theſe our Coafts; ſo 
that if there were nota fitting preparation, and ſufficient de- 
fence of ſhips and Gallies, it were impoſſible for vs to 06 
curre againſt thoſe neceſſities , and to bee prouided againſt 
thoſe new and ſtrangeaccidents which may offer themſelues 
in thoſe Eſtates, kingdomes, and Signiories , Seas, Coaſts, 
frontiers, ports, promontories, Caſtles, and forts, which we 
hold in them. Which by this our continual nauigation, and 
prouiſion of good ſhipping, arc well man'd and viQualled, 


_ and ſufficiently prouided of armes, munition, and whatſoe- 


uer elſe is neceſſarie, in fit and conuenient both time and 
manner againſt all occaſions. VWhereby the cnemie percci- 
uing how well they arc prouided for them, dare not ap- 
proach thoſe places, nor touch vpon them, Beſides this _ 
an 
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and ſhort aduice,therc arc many other cauſes thatmay moue 
- vsnot tobe wanting herein. In.a word, it willput theenemy 
- Into a continuall care, and driuehim totake: a diflerentreſo- 
lution in thoſe his il|-grounded motiues andpretenſions: And 
howbcir it be true, that the charge is great, ſolikewiſe greac 
loſſes arc thereby excuſed,” and ſome ſuch ſometimes as can 
neuer bce repaired, So that, there is no paſſing to and fro 
without nauigation,.and the vſing and maintaining: of theſe

ey are the-wordgof that viRorious Emperour, which 
no King for want of experience ſhould dif-cſteeme. — 

And forthe better and fuller proviſion in this kinde, it is 
very fit that theſe Fleetes ſhould haue their particular rene 
approprictated vnto them, and that it ſhould not, vpen no 
occaſion whatſocuer, be ſpentorlaid-out in-any other thing. 
| For aſet anddeputed treaſure for this ___ or the like, is 

that which moſt importeth for the good diſpatch of buſineſ. 
ſes, and that they may bee done in tir duc time, and with : 
leſſe charge, and more profit. This courſe did the Grecians 3 
rake; and after them, the Romanes. And of 4Avg»ſizs Ceſar, 4 
. both Swctoniws and Dyonreport,that he was the firſt inuenter | 
of a perpctuall milicarie treaſure, raiſed out of acertaine kind [4 
of Tributes, which out of his owne curiofitic he had.ſoughe 
and found out.For Souldicrs and warlike prouiſions, in your: 


great Empires, require a particular treaſure, wherewith to i 
be payed; which muſt not in any hand be otherwiſe imploy- -þ | 
cd, nor go intermixecd with thoſe other, expences. - Hauing 
perſons of much experience and honeſtie, appointed for the 


good managing and ordering of it, ving their beſt.care and Ken, f 
helpe, thatit may bee preſerued and continued , and that-it | 
may not be exhauſted, and drawne dry, And more particu- | 
larly Kings themſclues, the Grandes and Pecres of the king- 4 
dome, as alſo the commonwealths, and your Cities, ſhould , 
carefully looke hereunto. Being that they do moſt participate 


of the profits which iſſue from a warre. And moſt certaine it | 
; : | Is, '* f 
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is, that nothing is more neceflarie in a Monarchic, then this 
particular trealtrs,or that cauſeth morereſpe&inour friends, 
or feare in our enemics. Orthat with more commoditie and 
comucnicngie, puts in execution all plots and proicas, in this, 
or that other enterpriſe, of what qualitic or condition focuer 
they bee. And to this aduice I ſhall adde that which fof« 
loweth.. ky oe Bs 

. All wiſe and prudent Princes in Empires, thatare runac 
out to waltc, and decreaſe of wealth, have cucrygore hald ic 
for the oncly remedie of their reparation and conferultion, 
to excuſe vnneceſſaric expences; And: that their Miniſters 
take this buſineſſe into' conſultation, and to caſt vp all ac- 
counts, and eoſce what the Kinge cents and-in-comes are for 
the deftaying of the charge he is at, and by comparing one 
with the other, and ſeeing how they will anſwer each other, 
if they finde the gxpence to excced the Income, to caſt a- 


bout which way it may be beſt ſpared ; and to husband the 


bufincſle ſo, that there may be ſome ouerplus ſtill remaining 
for the publike treaſuric. For if by diſorder & ill government, 
the Kings coffers ſhall come to be emptie, it will bee (if not 
impoflible) at leaſt very hard tofill them againe. For if there . 
be daily more ſpent, then is to be, or can be had, that ſtocke 
will ina ſhort time decay and come tonothing z as wee ſee it 
fareth in euery other humane ſubie&, that hath nor freſh ſup- 
ply.VWhich laviſh and vaproportionable ſpending,not living 


. according to the rate of their rents, hath been the vndoing of 


wany particular houles & families, as alſo the impoueriſhing 
and onerthrowing of Empires & kingdomes. And therefore 
to auoide this inconuenicnce, was that booke of Accounts, 
or Memoriall made, which the Ancient called Breniarinm 
Impery, a bricfe abridgement of the Empire , which _4«- 
guſts Ceſar left to his ſucceſſours ; written with his owne 


' hand: wherein was particularly ſet downe in a true and iuſt 


account, the full number of all the kingdomes and Prouinces 
of the whole Romane Empire ; As likewiſe the number - 
a 
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all the Citizens and Souldiers which were in eery one of 
them, together with their forces and ſtrength, and to whay 
quantitie came-a)l the rents and tributes that hee had , whar 
aide-money and other helpes hee receiued from his Confe- 
| derates, and the whole charge he was at. As alſo his Coun. 
cels ordained by him , cither for the inlarging or ſhortning 
of his hand in theſe his expences. Sothat having ſtill before 
his eyes the wealth and ſubſtance of his Empire, he might al- 
wayes {ec how the world went, and how to make his beſt 
benefit thereof, for the conſeruing and Y age. of his Em- 


pire. Such a Regiſter or rent-roll as this, much importeth - 
Kings. Ifis ſaid of that wiſe and pr ent King, Dow Philip - 


the ſecond, that in his time he had ſuch another as was this, 
And thelike ought all Kings to haue, and at all times, bur 
more eſpecially when their power is leſſened, their rents di- 


miniſhed, their forces waſted,and thoſe of their enemies aug» 
mented. For we ſeethe like care to bee taken in particular - 
houſes, and therefore ought much more to bee looked into - 
in Monarchies, which are compoſed of all thoſe houſes and 


families z amongſt which, that which ſpends beyond it's 


meanes, conſumes it ſclfe : For ſuppoſing ſuchaone hath an - 


100. V. Ducats of rent, or {ct reuenue, and thateucry yeare 


ten thouſand moreiis ſpent, then the rent comes to, in a few- 


yearesall will come to nothing, and by running ſtill on in 


debt, and takin* uo courſe to come outot it}, by living ill at . 


the ſame heighr, he muſt bee inforced in the end to fell and 


deliver ouer the luſter, maicſtic, and greatneſle of his houſe to 


other families, which were beforclittle better then duſt raken 
out of the dunghill. And moſt certainc itis,that they that will 


not caſt vp their accounts, and looke throughly into their. - 
eſtates, and ſee in what ſtate they are, muſt bet either men 


that arc willing to vndoe themſelues, and their whole poſte- 
ritic z and muſt bee either Atheiſts, oralmoſt as bad (if not 


worſe) meere Epicures ; who carry in their mouths, and in - 


their t.carts rhoſe Words of your vnthriitie gallants: Comeda- 
1s 
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mui of bibamus,cras enim moriemay: Let. vscate and drinke, 
for to morrow we ſhall dye. Your Atheiſts, they propoſe an 
end'vnto themſclues, thinking by this their no to 
procute'vato'themſelues an'immortalitic of fame; But theſe 
and the like, who ſo inconſiderately runne out of all, are care- 
lefle and negligent euen ofthis, taking care onely to cate, and 
to'drinke;, and to feaſt one another, without ſo much as 
thitiking that there is another world, or any honour,or fame 
inthis: And pending their whole life in belly-cheare, and 
bezeling, they are neuer ſatisfied, but call in Nill for more, cill 
their crawes be ready to cracke. And notwithſtanding the ex- 
cefſiue rents, which ſome Kings haue, and the great ſtore of 
crcaſure that comes to their « ; &5*the Tributes, 
Taxes, Impoſts, and Subſedies that are duely payed them, 
they are-neuer outof debt,the Crowne-land lyingimpawned 
for the payment thereof, and that for no ſmall ſummes of 
money. Ordinary expences are ill husbanded;extraordinary, 
worſe payed. The Cities, they are conſumed ;z Trading de- 
cayed;the Subies out of breath and purſe, and by hauing 
too much impoſed vpon them, arc growne (like ouer-labour- 
cd oxen) ſo poore , and fo weake, that they are no longer 
able to beare ſo great a burthen. And yet all this to them 
(though the Subic@ infinitely ſuffer) is nomorethen a drop 
of water throwne into the ſea, nor makes no more ſhew. 
Which ſea though it fiyallow vp all the fountaines: of the 
earth, all the brookes, and all the great and principal! riuers, 
and leſſer ſprings, and this daily and hourely, andat all times, 
yet we ſce the Sea is neuera whit the more increaſed , nor 
growes greater one yeare then another. But what ſhould bee 


-the cauſe of this, let your Naturaliſts,and your Kings,rencer 


ſuch reaſons as pleaſeth them, in their excuſe, for mine owne 
part, I am of opinion, that the Kings Exchequer is not wcil 
ordered, 'making him nor onely a ſmall, but a bad account; 
Thar there is a great deale of diſorder in the laying out ot 
thoſe monies, whereof much might bee ſaued, it there =

And what with this,and with 
giving him to vnderſtand, that he would quithim of all the 
ordinarie cares and troubles of Court (moſt men vſually de- 
firing to ſhunne trouble, and to take their caſe and plcalure) 
hee perſwaded him to go to Capri; that hee, in the mcanc 
while, might rule and goverae all; Andiin the end grew to 
be fo great and powerfull, and to take ſuch ſtate vpon him, 
that hee would not giue audience to any, reducing them to 
thoſe tearmes,thatthey ſhould ſpeake and negociate by wri-

Let the laſt aduertiſement bee the example of a great Fa- 
uourite, whoſe name is._L£vrelize Caſiidorm, borne in the, 
Prouince of Calabria, and. highly aduanced in Magiſtracies,i 
and Gouernments of both 20 Hu Gan and Conſtanti- 
noplc;zwho being renowned for bis cheua)rie,and noble feates- 
ofarmes, defended the. Iſlands of Sicily-and. Calabria from: 
many, and thoſe very powerfull encmics. . In his younger 


yeares, he attained toall the liberall arts, in that -perfeQion;. 


that hee made the preſent and, ſuccecding..times, t0.8dmire 
him. And for his great; parts and abilitics, was 'emtertaied: 
by Theodoricus, Kingo the Oſtro-Gothess hee was-reegiutd: 
into his ſeruice, and grew fo farre.into his fauour;byxeaſon: 
of his vnderſtanding,wiſedome, and dextrouſneſle,intreating 
buſineſſes,thathe firſt of all made him his Secretariezin which: 
Office, he bchaued himſelfe ſo well, that by degrees, hewent 
climbing vp to the high Offices and dignities-in the State; 
which in thoſe dayes were not copferde of fauour;, but 


meere deſett. From, being Secretary, he came to. bee. Lord):
